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SESSION OF 1889—90. 


‘The First General Meeting was held on October 21st, 1889, Ma. 
Stpxxy Convin, Vice-President, in the chisir. 


Mit, CECH. Survie real w paper on ast atchaic Greek Iokythos, recently 
presented to the British Museum by Mr Malcolm Macmillan. It was, 
the writer said, undoubtedly the most beautiful and important specimen 
yet known of the so-called “ prote-Corinthian” class of Greck vases. 
‘Tho forin of the body was thar of the lekythos, but thin body was sur- 
mounted by the head of a tion, of which the open mouth formed the 
spout, ‘The modelling of this head was so spirited as to suggest that 
the artist haul studied [t from the life ; on another proto-Corinthian vase it 
Berlin was w realistic scene of a Hon hunt; and. this reminded one of 
the statement of Herodotus that In his day lione were stiil to be found 
in Macedonia and Northern Greece —{//0S, Vol. at, p. 167.) 


Mr. Le Dvex, who hid been with Mr, Macanillan in Thebes’ shien 
the vase was bought in June, 1888, gave some account of the viccumstances 
‘of the purchase, 








Mi J. A, Re MUNRo gave an account off the recent exeavations on the 
site of Atsinoe, in Cyprus. After briefly sketching the history of the 
‘excavation and topography of the site, he proceeded to deal with the 
tombs, which are of three main types: (t) One or more chambers 
‘opening independently on to- a sloping, or perhaps, sometimes perpen- 
dicular shaft; (3) similar Jn all'respects except that the sloping approach 
Is replaced by a fight of steps; (3) of superior cotistruction, with regular 
chainbers opening one out of another, and a distinct type of niche, The 
first and second. varieties seem scarcely to be kept apart, and form the 
bulk of the tombs from the earliest down. to a comparatively late date ; 
the third type i4 confined to the Jatest:perio’.. The difficulty in fixing the 
date of the various classes of antiquities was pointed out, and the contents 
‘af the tombs were described under the heads of stele: and inscriptions, 
coarse of plain pottery, Cypriote fabrics, imported Grock wares, terra~ 
cottas, jewellery, and gliss, bronze, unit misocilaneous objects Particular 
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Attention was given to the different kindls of Cypriite pottery, espectally 
the jugs with figurines or animal heads, anit to the’ Greck Agured vases. 
The paper was illustrated by a representative collection of the products 
‘of the excayations, impressions of inscriptions, and a. plan of the site— 
(LHS, Fol, xp. 1) 


‘The Second General Meeting was held on February 24th, 1890, 
Mk, S, Colvin, Vice-President, in the chair, 


A paper was read by Mn. E, GARpNen “On Children in Gretke Senlp: 
tae of the Fourth Century.” Mr, Gardner described and publishedia very 
interesting fragment of.a stele found at Lerng, and naw in the miiseuin at 
Argos, which presents us with a portrait of a boy, whose naine id given in 
an accompanying inscription as Cephinodotus. ‘This portrait so closely 
resembled the fead of & boy recently found at Paphos, aad) now in the 
British Museum, that the two heads must, Me Gardner thought, belong 
to the same age and’ school, Some arcluedlogists hud atteibuted! the 
Paphos boy to the Ptolemaic age; but as the date of the Cephisndlottix 
stele way cottainly the fourth century, we must now allow It to be of the 
time of the Fraxitelean school. Mr. Gardner showed that in that time 
children were not always conventionally reudered, but somiétimes with an 
approach to naturalism —{ 42S, Vol. xé. p. 100) 


Mn, A. J, Evans cited  gom signed by Phrygitlus, with a child delving” 
‘hoop, if about the age of Cephisodotts, and giving boyish proportions: 

Mn. FaRntt. read parts ofa paper “ On Works of the Fergainene Style,” 
th which he first gave an account of his researches among te mised. 
neous sculptures from Pergamon now in Berlin, whence; no tose thas fren 
the great altar, we should form ouridea of Pergamene atyle; arid, secondly, 
discussed a number of works in various museums which show traces of 
the influence of that style—(/A.S. Vol. .rk f 181) 





‘The Third General Meeting was held on April 14th, 1890, ‘Tur 
Provost OF ORIEL, Conlrit, OXroRy, Vice-President, in the chair. 


MUL A, S. MURRAY read a paper of ithe Allmene vase, formerly in 
Castle Heward, but recently acquired by the British Muscum, Mr. Murray’ 
agreed In the main with Engelmann. in interpreting the principal scene 
as representing Allkmene tating refoge on an altar to escape the wrath uf 
Amphitryon on his retum from the wars, Amphitzyon and Antenor 
setting fire toa pyre erected in front of the altar, and Zeus, fy answer to 
Alkmene’s prayer, sending. violent storm to extinguish the fite, the ruin 


oot 


coming down fro hydrie in the hands of two figures, presumably Hyads, 
But he considered the date of the vase to be at least a century later than 
the thne of Euripides, and on technical grounds he was inclined to refer 
its production to Southern Ialy—(/4.S. Vol. xi, p. 225.) 


Miss HARRISON, while accepting Mr. Murray's interpretation fn the 
main, expressed some doubt as to the identification of the Hyads. She 
regarded the vase ase glorification of Aikmene, and a, protest against 
the prominence of the Amphitruon element in the myth, which element 
she held to be of Theban, but certainly of non-Argive origin. 


‘Mu, Warreiss Loy added some words as to the myth in question, and 
conjectured that there was an attempt on this vase, as in some carly 
ftalinn pictures,to represent I the same ncene successive moments of time. 


Ma. P, Newnekry exhibited some funeral wreaths found by Mr, 
Flinders Petrie in the course of his excayations at Hawara in the Fayumn, 
and ead a paper upon them, partly descriptive of their character and 
composition, partly as illustrative of funeral customs among the Groeks 


‘The Annual Meeting was held on June 23rd, 1890, Six C. Nawron 
Vice-President, in the chair. 

Profestor Jobb was elected President of the Society in place of tho Inte 
Bishop Lightfoot. 

Messts J. B Bury, A. E Haigh, F, Haverfield, H. Babington Smith, 
and R, Elsey Smith were appointed to Gl vacancies on the Couneil—The 
former Vice-Presidents and other officers were re-elected. 


‘The HON. SECHETARY (Mr. G, Macmillan) read the follwing Report on 
the part of the Council. 


Tue Session now ended has been comparatively uneventful, In 
pursuanice ofthe policy indicated In last year’s Report, the Council has 
thought it wise this year also to refrain from extraordinary expenditure. 
‘The result has been to show once more a substantial balance, which should 
enable the Society to make in the ensuing Session occasional grants in aid 
of exploration and excavation. 

Before however referring in detail to the work dane {nthe past Sess 
the Council cannot omit to mention the bss sustained by the Society in 
the death of its first President, the late Bishop of Durham. Although the 
pressure of his official duties made it impossible for him to take any active 

jn the administration of the Society (he was only on one oceasinn able 
to piside at the Annual Meeting),the Bishop's interest in its operations was 
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keen and unceasing. That the Society itself was the gainer by having for 
its President a man 30 niversally Honoured for his remarkable gifts of 
scholarship, for his Jaborious and. blameless life, cannot be doubted. On 
the death of Bishop Lightfoot, Sir Charles Newton was appoitited under 
Rule 22 to act as President until the Annual Mecting, Members will be 
Avie, frou the voting-papers which have heen sent out, that the Council 
have now nominated Professor Jebb to the vacumt office. They look 
eonidently to the confirmation of this choice by to-day’s-ballot, and if this 
anticipation is justified, they would congratulate the Society: upon scouring 
for its President so distinguished a representative of Hellenism in England, 

Passing reference is due also to two other eminent members whom the 
Society has lost by death In the past year—Mr. Robert Beawning, whose 
Intimate acquaintince with old Greek life and thought is abundantly shown 
in his writings, and Mr, J.T. Wood, the untiring excavator, who restored to 
light the great temple of Diana at Ephesus. It je to beregretted that the 
luck of adequite funds prevented Mz. Wood from carrying owt this 
important work so completely as he would haye desired, 

Turning naw to the worl of the Session, the fewrnal of Hellenic 
Studies naturally claims the fiest notice. Volume X., which was published 
complete, is fully equal to its predecessors, both in text and illustrations 
Adiong the contents may be specially mentioned, in the department of 
Archucology, the seoovd part of Professar Ramsay's "Study of Phrygian 
Art’; Ms, Murray's paper on ‘The Remains of an Archaic Temple 
‘of Artemis at Ephesus’ with a partial restoration from the existing 
fragmiints; a paper by Dr, Six, of Amsterdam, presenting a new. view of 
the *Compaiition of the Eastern Pediment of the Zeus Temple at 
Mlympia'; Mr, Hicks's account of ‘Inscriptions found by Mr. Bent at 
Casarea, Lydac, Vatara and Mydae, in Asia Minor’; and Professor 
Michaelis's paper, specially instructive to English students, upon the 
Imperial German Archieological Institute. Papers on Vanes were con- 
tributed by Professor Gardner, Mr, Murray, and Miss Harrison, and Mr. 
Toctt Gave af account of the ‘Greck-speukng Population of Southern 
Italy’ 

‘The promise held out in last year's Report of rendaring accessible to 
members copies of various series of photographs taken in Greece by 
amateurs has this session beon fulfilled. Catalogues have bein issued of 
Dhotographs taken by the following members of the Society :—Messrs, 
IT, Clarke, W, Cavington, Louis Dyer and Malcoim Macmillan, Walter 
Leaf and R. Elsey Smith Camplete sets of thee photographs are on 
view in the Library, and there is reason to believe that their circulation has 
praved of real interest and value. It is hoped that in course of time atlier 
collections may, be turned ito account jn the same way, The Council 
Have the pleasure to announce that Mr. Stillman has kindly allowed 
‘eulargeménts to be made of some very beautiful photographs taken by him 
in Sicily. ‘These will shortly be issued by the Autotype Company at the 
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samie rate a8 the well-known series of Athenian photographs, together with 
a selection from Mr, Leaf’s Greck views, which he hax placed at the 
disposal of the Society in the same way, If these are well received it in 
hoped that enlargements may also be produced of some of the best prints 
in the other series referred to above, and possibly of some more of Mr. 
Stillman’s views of Athens, the negatives of which are itt the hands of the 
Society, This important part of the Society's work Is engaging the 
constant attention of a Special Committee appointed by the Counell, Tt 
has been atranged! that the Autotype Co, shall pay to the Society a 
toyalty. on all copies of the enlargements sold to the general public, 
A small addition to the Society's income miay therefore be looked for 
from this source. 

In last year’s Report it was pointed out that during the present 
Session the Council would have to consider the renowal of the annual 
grant of £100 to the British School at Athens. Originally the grant was 
made for three years, It has been decided to renew it for one year only, 
not with any intention of withdrawing further support from the School, 
but inorder that the case may be considered on ity merits year by year. 
It will be a satisfaction to members to know that the Session naw drawing 
to a close has been the most succesiful that the School hay yet held. 
The number of students admitted has been greater than in any 
previous year, Besides the work in Cyprus, which this year has been 
devoted to the nite of Salamis, the School has, by arrangement with the 
Greek Government, undertaken important excavations on the site of 
Megalopolls; and has already laid bare great-part of the plan of the theatre, 
which promises to throw much fresh fight of the problem of theatre con 
struction in Greece, For both these projects further funds will be required 
fiext season, and the Connell will have to consider the question of making 
special grants towards thelr execution, Two of the stuilenty, Mesars, 
Schulte and Barnsley, hive again been devoting muck time and labour to 
the neglected subject of Byzantitle Architecture in Greece, with results 
that are likely to be of the highest interost and yafie, ull particulars of 
the work of the School will be presented before long ta the Annual 
Meeting of Subscribers, but enough has been said to show that in supporting 
it so far the Society has been fulfilling an obvious duty. 

As the accounts will show, comparatively little has been spent thir 
year upon. the Library. The Council wish members to understand that 
as no regular sum is set apart for the purchase of books, they do 
not feel justified in spending much in this department unless it Is shown 
to be the wish of the Society at large. Suggestions for the purchase 
pf particular books will always be considered, and it is propored to place 
in the Library a book in which members can enter the names of works 
which they think should be purchased. Not « few books come in now year 
‘by year which are-sent by publishers with:a viow to their being noticed in 
the Journal. To the list of periddicals received in exchange for the fourmal 
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have recently been added the MMlanges w'Histoire et d'etrchévlogie 
published by the French School at Rome. 

A request was lately made to the Council to present to. the Library 
of the University of Toronto the first eight valumes of the Jourmad, which 
thad been destroyed in the fire. ‘The circumstances being quite exceptional 
the Council felt justified in complying with the request. 

The Treasuret's: accounts show ordinary. receipts during the year of 
£746 compared with £810 during: the financial year 1888-9, "The sub- 
scriptions show a falling off of £13, and the receipts from: Libraties 
and for back volumes a decrease of £26. Excepting for a trifling 
decrease of £6 [9 respect of arrears, receipts from other sources were 
stationary. “The sum of £100 was paid to the bankers by Mr: James 
Vansittart under circumstances which seemed to imply that the donor did 
not wish special publicity to be given to his donation, ‘The Council have, 
however, to express their appreciation of this very liberal and acceptable 
addition to theiefunds. ‘The advance made some years ago towards the coat 
of reproducing the Lanrentian MS. of Sophocles has this year beon entirely 
repaid, leaving tothe credit of the undertaking some £19, with three 
copies still on hand, 

Th the matter of ordinary expenditure, the increasing value of the 
stock of Journals, and of the Library, has necessitated an increase of £8 
in respect of its insurance, while the expenditure on the Library has been 

* Jimited to £2 for binding. Stationery and printing show a reduction of 
£6. The cost of the Journat tins been considerably less than unual, 
being £397 8 compared with £436 during the preceding fiiancinl 
year, chiefly because it was published complete instead of in two patts, s0 
that the cost of carriage was reduced. It will be ceniembered that in 
1888-9, the Journal expenditure was augmented by a sum of £437 for 
reprinting Volumes [V.and V. ‘The total ordinary expenditure has there~ 
fore boon £636 as against £686, ‘The loan of £160 borrewed from the 
bankers jn 1888-9 has now been repaid, and the financial year, which began 
with a halanee at the bankers of £43, cloxes with an effective balance in 
favouir of the Society of £150 19s. ‘This balance remains after making 
allowance for the grant of £100 to the School at Athens which, by an 
‘Oversight, was not paid until after the close of the financial year. There 
are arrears amounting to £165, of which £45 have been received since 
May 31. The analysis of the annual receipts and expenditure since the 
foundation of the Society is appended, 

Since the last Annual Meeting so membérs have been clected: 
On the other hand by death, resignation, or the removal from the list of 
dofnulters of many years’ standing, the Society has lost. exactly the same 
humnber of meinbers. ‘The present total of members (including tweiity 
Honorary Members) is 672. To the subscribers five Libraries have been 
added, bringing the total to ninety-three. 

‘The least encouraging feature in this aurvey of the past Session is 
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that for the first time there has been no increase in the number 
‘of members, This has been partly due to the wholesale removal gf voxne 
dozen, or more members who were hopelessly behindhand with their sub- 
scriptions; and deaf to. all appeals on the subject, But. the ordinary 
diminution by doath or resignation has this year exceeded the average 
of twenty-five given in last year's Report, while the supply of new can- 
didates, though larger than last year, has only just sufficed to counteract 
this inevitable loss, Such a state of things can hardly be regarded 
as satisfactory, It is not enough for the Society to maintain its 
ground. What all menibers must wish is to see it growing steadily 
in numbers and influence, and thus year by year becoming better able 
ta carry out the various objects which it has in view, But while thus 
‘once more inviting all members to use strenuous efforts in bringing 
‘in new candidates for admission to the Society, the Council’ feel that 
grateful acknowledgment is due to those gentlemen and tadies who have 
already succeeded in adding, sometimes on a: large scale, to the number 
of members, In two eased of recent occurrence, as many’ as eight 
candidates were proposed at once, ot each occasion by members of Council 
resident in Cambridge, Not have similar efforti been wanting ott the 
part of tome Oxford members More than once large accessions have 
resulted from archaeological Jectures delivered in: London by well-known 
lady members, If such examples as these were more widely follayed by 
those whose oifice it to inspire and to instruct, if every member were 
able even to make one proselyte a year, the resources of the Society would 
soon be such as to enable the Council to aid! substantially all well directed 
efforts to extend, whether by research at home, or by exploration and 
excavation abroad, the bounds of knowledge in every department of 
Hellenic. study.

Ht rnuy here bo mentioned tint the diggers aro divided. into ypado-men 
and knife-men, ‘Tha apadesan ie the unskilled labourer, whe clowre the 
shaft wod shovels tho pccumulated carth out of tho tomb, Women are posted 
atthe top of the shaft to draw itup out-of the way. ‘The kuifenvin noeds 
some training and axpetionos. He tus to do the dolieate work: of extracting 
‘he vases, &e, from the lower layore af voll. Ho often acquives wekreondinary 
Highthiee of hind, aul is thoronglly ta be depended upon to recognize. the 
objodts on whieh thn women from th first oornor that sluws, atu) work acoond- 
ingly.

woulll Wal from. ne thy best port of w wok. I was, pleilyod to sail from 
Tarnncs on April 20, and although HE. A. Tubbs waa willing to stay on w yea. 
on two longer, bo also'wna anxious to spond a sliort time at Athuns before the 
summer heat set an ond to the aoseion of the Britian School. We watited « 
stnall enough to be excavated in twu or Lutes wooks, and if, possible, 
within cay roach of Poli to theilitate trneport and the buulinews of pucking up, 
Naturally the tomple site at Limniti vocurrvd tows, of which had hound 
talk at Nidotin, unl whith Mix Gantner hul-on our ride ta Poli pointed out ux 
& powible fell of work, 1 hw eoneoived the iden that Limnitt might ‘Topro~ 
fant thie grove of Zens snentioned ‘hy Strabo! Mr, Williansou, morosver, 

the excavating rights there, and was willing tawxtend his ootenet As 
(cover this site al, Tho vile, which we understood to bo a grove temple, 
Teuired idomitfcation, and offered tho chance of a find of statuary and inseige 
Fiona, whilo a anmber of term-cottas wer Inows to have come ont of it

“we wore able to wtart on the ehener north ofthe vinuyard, ani abont the axmo 
time aiccoeded with grent difficulty in extracting from the still reluctant 
‘Turk un agement to sink balladown shafts in his field, or rathor to 
work what tombs had fallin iu and make the number up to the half 


‘On site AL our attontion was of course turmoil first to the tomb con~ 
taining the inscription (4f, 1). ‘Tho fina’ limertone black on whieh it was 
cut toxed the strength of our ropor todraw it ont, avd wore out our only 
saw by the timo tho imcription was cut off. Tk was followed by throa ot 
four dozen other slabt of smallor sito, noue of thom inscribed, which worw 
gladly approprintod by the owner of tho site.

worl EY@POCYNH—'gvol cheer’ ‘Tha appmcunt absenon of tombe war 
explained whan wo hit on a vast many-chambered cavers, which mensured 
from ond to cud sixty-nine foet (M, 8), ‘Through ene of the side nicher 
robburs had enterud nn autlior tomb at « slightly highor level, and thenoy 
‘tunnelled on into anothur, ‘The contents of these latter tombs were foun 
weattored all through the great central clamber, mixed with its comme 
pottery and Roman Inmps,  Arnong them worw fragmonta of thn rod unglazed 
ware with pirplo-beown pattems, and the top of a blackglazod aslne with 
© finoly niouldod bead with shagyy hisir aml board, ‘Tho onterprising 
tousint, should bo over penetrate to Poli, will not have the privilege of 
tisiting thia police of Uke dead, for in oboilionce to the law wo wore obliged 
agin to All nthe what, 

‘On Apel 8 we ntarted on the Tark's fold, danominatel nite 7. Our 
whafy wore thrown out ine thrae pairs oantward froin waar the outcrop of 
rock which marke the top of the wnlulation, Although most of the six 
tambs proved to be mther poor, thnre was no mark of late date about them, 
nad-ono-yiohlot w Mack-tuured oylix with tittle rim-figures, nd « largo eylix, 
alao black-figured, with a bund-of figures round tho outsilo, not very care 
fully but npivitedly and effectively straws (7 2), 

Ayril 10, Still no news of Limniti, The last tomb on Kapargn gave 
‘out, andl tho last ahafton ite 7. Out jonlous frinnd the Turk soomed inclined 
ty quartol with what wo hail already dono, and-we wore obliged to give him 
‘n Fifilo over lie stipalated prio for having vontnred an extra sluft in tho ont- 
cerop of rock, which did not aifivct ia earn. Ho waa in 10 mood for negatintion, 
fmf it Became ovilont tliat we could searcely hope to acquire the rights wt 
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any mite that could be called “ressonabte,' at least a0 long wa Uh erop rumininol 
‘pan it. Yet mere tho pormission for Limniti detayad over the wosk'a éuil 
‘Wo alii ave cithar to romain idle or to‘ plingo ” on the site. 

April 11—Site AT still working, tho big tomb taking a long time to 
lear. Wo tried round tho vinoyard hidye for touila which iid: thean tntssed, 
fad openod ono or toro without result other han the inscription (No, 2 in 
the vaso inscriptions) sotatclied on two fragments of Black-glazcl. xtympot 
ware. Sito TF waa'takon up agai the supposed wall devetapod inion 
Temnant of founilution for some building, n mere renmunt howover, without 
seoognizalio plan or internsting features. Spoentative shafts were sunk: whotw 
the road! crosses thy roots of Kapang in tho outlying patch of site (2, aud 
on An onpromising plot near the chuteh, which we nated site Z: Nothing 
Whatkoover eaine to light axcapt ov this lust plot, and on it ouily tho siniul 
Poor forndation walls of hones, 

April 12—Nothing doing but filing in nuil tidying up. We walkod np 
to Cheyrochow on tho chance of finding un insériptinn to copy. We cowl 
hear of no antiquities at all, but thers is an interesting remnant. of sioWinoral 
building adapted forrmoder usc—a walled courtyard with decorntod gate, ote, 
perlupe rpresouting Home ooolesinatinl founilation, ; 

Next morning came tho long look! foe jveriniavion, and ‘w lottor from 
‘Me. Thomprot to say that he had boew inxtricted to divida with us tho Poll 
antiquitios und woul conse over nest. tay for that purpowe, ‘Tie Government 
alto roquired 4 formal notification that tha excavation at Pull worw euiled 
Doforo the prirmisnion for the new site could be held valid. Our resolution was 
(iuiokly taken. We preferred not to. spond timo iw’ britiging our friend tho 
‘Tick to tarnis. Tho site was, moroover, too hig an undertuking for ove 
Himited thio and exhanatoel exchequer, oxpwoiilly as HT. A. Tubbs would now 
besinglehandod, 9 vory sorious diawhnok’ to tombework. ‘The totifcation 
was nent off, But T earnestly hope that the sipportirs of the Cyprne 
Exploration Fond will not think dag they have dono with tho island util 
Mat tite, vo promising of Creal antiquities and'vo intersiting in view of the 
‘Problems mised by wxcayationeat Puli hitherto, hms beou explored, 

April 14 —Me. Thompson arrived, aad the division wna epoodily nud 
tunicably offostall. Wo were grantod a zyptioh to bu put in ehargo of the 
House and antiquities unt i Tatar enld cs finally paoked off. Th folloy= 
ing ny wis busy: with preparations for departure, and Poli waa almond 
dad of aloe ea donkeys to carry ua and) our oooumbrances, antimate 
nad Inaniviate, to tha now ice. “Such of our workpeopla aa were uot going 
‘Off to the harvost, nltundy in active progress, werd for following us ew manos to 
Limit, but. wo foresaw dificultios with the natives thie, not to. qpenke of 
Yrobable scarcity of provisions in. the tmonntaiy valley, and contented ourselves 
with (wo or three men of proved tisefilneas, nsacing: tha reat we would send 
for then if they were wanted. 

Ani so on the taoruing af April 15 tho cavaleade set out—but here we 
leave Poli, and H.-A. Tubbs rnnat take up the naerative, Tha, howevor, only 
fitting that T should conclude by expressing the warmest thanks, Brstly of the 
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excavators auil'seeondly: of wll Interostad in tho work of the Fund) for thir 
‘Kindness and realy gasistinee extended t0 wa by all in the isla! with whom 
‘wo wero brought inta contact A npecial dobt of gratitito is divs fr the 
cordial wolsome atul evel wbieli we recived from His Kxcullemy tho 
High Commissioner, from Colonel Warren, CALG, and Min Worrei, Mr. 
Fantice Smith, Mr. Cobham of Latines, and Mr, Williatnon ; nluo to Ate, King 
cot Nicesis, sod especially to Six, Thompenn of Papho, far that prompt and

Bat the total number of shatis sunk cannot have boen much under 200, 
‘Tu the above exnnivration «il tonibs are reckoned as produdtive from wlioh 
Anything wan drivin beyond rote Bln ts ‘of tho coirsest and corumonint, 
‘varittion i devoid of all interest acd val 

‘Tho toraka were withont exception Faldaesesnn, Shiny “wots! *Warkbe 
tombs” pire and simplo, many for inatanew on the oven aite ond site 4, But 
to the majority ons cannot properly apply that name, and yet on tho other 
hand would ‘beaitate to call thom ‘rock-tomba! for for ith they: ar not 
formed in mere compact aurfice-sdil, but in the aetual solid materint of the 
Fide, yor that materia! licks the conslatoucy and liardnees which wo uaally 
associate with the term rock," and oan wally be worked with the pick and 
Knife of even spade, Thenbs near th edge of a Lill aro usually’ reached by 
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fanuelling into the alape nt the aids, nt aa'thuy havo almost invariably bean 
robbed and Init open for years we had little or nothing to do with them. 
‘The cont are regularly got ot by sinking «shaft from the wurface, And hore 
itis to be noted that whores many, indeed mont, of the tombs were n 

by # sloping shaft, or as it is tecknically termed Spduox, which sdescanded 
gradually from the surface, tho object of the excavator on the other hand is 
to arrive as quickly us possiblo.at the door, which he -wecontingly reaches by 
dropping » perpendicular shaft straight down at the enitof the origitul decling, 
Th ia not worth while oxcopt in the cass of extraordinarily valuably tombs to dig 
out the whole of the Bpduos, the Tenth of which ix consequently known ouly 
ih the vory raront Jastances, for skilful nnd experioncsd foreman will nenrealy 
ever misi the right plaoe for hin shaft anil sini it too high up inv the &pdnos, 
not probably in five percent. of the tonihy ‘Two cuvelusions nay be drawn 
from) these promiloca, firstly that it is extremoly diffienlt to pronounce withoat 
‘special investigation whether a tomb hada sloping duos or not, and secondly, 
that sung conclusions aa to tho tongilt of tha Spéuos in tombe of difforont types 
or poriods obably rest on the vory wlendorost evidanoo and are al Ieust 
altogether promatars. 

‘Thy tomby lay close together without any uniformity of arrangemont or 
of orientation, Tombs rich aud poor, of the exrlinat and tho lntost dave, Zudli- 
vidual, conjugal, snd family sepulchres, wero constantly to bo found side by 
sido, With ono or two axouptions all were constructed on 4 sitgle principle, 
of which, liowovor, throo muiin yaristies or developmnonts must be dlatingulsbod, 
dividing tho tombe into three typoxt ‘The main ides ia that of an 
nuudergrounil clamber with « single done and ay approach or shaft. 

‘The frat anil far the commonest form which this idon takes is that repro~ 
sonited in the aunexed tkotches:—'Tho rain charetariaeia is thy shaft, which 
lustually sixne to bu a sloping Fpduog, but in sumo cases was apparontly porpen- 
Aicailar.

What his ben maid of the siinor varintions in the tombs of the first 4ypo 
ecules 10 upply without modification to thone af the swoon.

Tris commonly mpposid that the treatment of childven ia tho fines 
period of Greek sculpttto is a mbjeek that can Yo very lightly dismissed. 
Chiltren, it is said, are not represented in Greek art before Hollunistio 
Jines—not mpresented, that is to say, With any truth to mataro or re- 
Production of the charscteriation of childhool, Of comme it is never 
donied that young children appoar in stataox or mtiefe of tho fifth or 
fourth conturivs ; but when they 6 nppuar, they are, said to be troated care 
osaly, conventionally, with no regard to their propor forms o proportions, bub 
just ax mon on a smaller sonle, ‘This nesertion 18 on the whole m correct! ono. 
‘Of carcloss treatment the infant Dionysus carriod by the Hortues of Praxitelas 
inn example the child Is regarded morely as an accessory, anid the execution 
iy in marked contrast to the extrumo nigh atu delicacy of work whitch ve wee 
in the Hermes himmlf. Even where there is uo such contrast in the execu- 
‘tion, » conventional trontmiont may often be seen, as in the case of children on 
grave-monuments and elsewhere, Nor arg one or two children in soulpturnl

(for instance, the ifant Plutus exrried by the Kireno of Cephisodotu 
‘these only survive in Inter copies, snd in thom the child is modified to suit the

So much may be ailmitted to be true—in almost all known instances 
where children appear in tho fourth century soulpture, thoy aro not treatod 
with truth to nature, Bul to go farther, nnd fo ausert that in the fourth 
ccntiiry no chilitrat sere so treated and therefore that w tend of w child 
Armated with trath to mature cannot be of fourth century, work, is to make: an 
induction from ineufiiciont mstunces. In such w case, considerations of style 
and cireumstaneds must be allowed to outweigh a mere presumption,

mudy and cotapurison, Before we pass on t0 the detaile, T may eimply call 
‘attention to the gonoral resemblance in charactor and. expression which cannot, 
J think, fil to strike any oue at first glance. In confirmation T may: add 
tlt this resemblance has not been noticed only by mynelf, bat that three or

(Anatomie fiir Kanatler, p. 3), the wo. parta beconie equal at the ent of 
the second yoar, and romain so during the whole period of childhood, Only 
Jn the fourteonth year docs tho Jower part begin 19. propondernte, the propir- 
ton then buing Th: 12 (in a full-grown man it is 112 38). "Thuy tho:piro- 
Portion seems to remain constant Letwoon the ages of two nnd fourteon, and 
in the ease of two boys who, are betwoen these ages int not very noar to eithor 
lull, one woul not now expect to tee n preponderance of thi tippor or 
lower part of the hend uccording to younger or older stato of development, It 
18 hot, however, curtain that the circumstances of developneut in Greece were 
identical with those mpon whiah modern statistics are haved : roe is it likely 
‘that anthropometric xtuly had taught tho artist ia tho fomrth eentury those 
facta that he now may learn from any hani-book. ‘The atuly of proportion 
find of course already boon arriod to great precision by such astiste ue 
Polydlitue ond Kuphranor; but this, ao fut as we know, concerned only the 
Proportions of the mature figure, and there is no reagon to suppose that a 
similar study was yiven to the provoms and stages of devolopniont 
in childhood, We know, fodeed, that ovon the forms and proportions of 
shildeen were not ascurstely eupnisented in early times, bit were merely 
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Gotncod with some modifications from those of the mature figure. So 
important @ characteristic as thei grouter size of the uppor part of the hond tn 
ou infant would be sure to strike on artist who in this matter worked 
from olwervation, without the help of slatistics or {hearies of proportion ; 
from this observation, and from his Kuowledye that thy lower part was the 
greater ino man, he would very naturally draw the inférence that the pro- 
portion gradually changed through ull the stagos of develogrnent; and ths 
‘Wo mny eafoly infor the ngo of the boy he intended to rvpirorent from the pro- 
portion of the part of the hoad above the brow to that below it, even 
though students of anthroporsetry may tell’ us that such an inference would 
not bo a aafe one in ronlity for judging the age of m chil. 

Tt is: alinont’-a commonplace among writers on Cireok Art that sculptors 
of tho best period did not ander the forme of ebildren with truth to untute, 
Dut ropresdsted them ‘ike smaller mon.’ A natural represontation of thoir 
rounded fornis anil infantile proportions woms to have bien first attiomptod in 
‘Hlloniatio tities, wn may be seen in the numerous genre statues of ehiklron 
‘that hegin to appear iy the third entity, and among whieh tho boy with » 
ooo of Bovthss ia the beat known. Tho twa lieady with which we gro 
now concerned! hive Httle cr nothing in common with this elas of yee opine 
wentations, It is-vory unfortannte that wo have not in either esse any part of 
the bdy loft bub fiom the treatment of the face, and more expecially from 
that of tha neck; i€ iv onsy to vo what the body: must have boon like ; it ia 
impossible to imagine theso hends sot upon fit chubby bodies like thono 
of the children in Hollonistio art; anil if the amount of week that romainy in 
tho cand of our two boys by contrasted with thy tivel or rmther absonco of | 
tivck in works like the boy with the goose of Booths or the little allver 
Matudite of m similar subject in tho Briich Museu (published ia this 
Jonrnut 1885, ps 2), tho contrait is obviona, Yet Cophiaodotis, at Teast, ia 
not to be considered aa much older (haneither of these boyx Thus we are 
brought neck agin to the question—How wee we to explain the resomblaneo 5 
dotweon the head from Paphos and that. of Chphisortoties and) their contrunt 
to all other roprosuntations of children that have come down to us from 
Greek aret 

‘The answor is; ¥ think, simple enough ; thoso two heads represent, for us, 7 
tho way in which a Greek artist of the fourth century rprescnted a young f 
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boy; while almoat all othor reproxontationy of children belong to a lates 

period, when young chiliren wero & comiuon subject for artistic representa 

tion, and when consiquently the proportions und charicteristics of young 

childeon rouit kava forioed n regular part of the elumontary texching of wa J 
artist. In the fourth centney, on the othor hurd, thowzh bays of fourloen. ut 

fifteen wore often represented, especially as Ktos or sitnilar divinities, young a 
children were but tately chosen as a yubjoct—handly ever indeed, from tho 

artist's choice. In tho Hermes and’ Dionyrus of Pruxitolos, for instance, tho 

child: is treated) ax an accossory; and on gravo stelae, if » young boy 

appears, he is usually. in asubordinato position, and no very groat cate is ox-

OF tho proporting of the two Heads wo have already spoken, an OF the 
atleinpt which is ovilent in them to render thy change which tikos place 
hetwiun infiudy wii ianturity, Tn all the features we oun ale clearly seem 
‘wiih to reprosnt the forms of a young boy, #9 far ae was possible to thir 
‘artist, working from observation and not from tiuining ; this comes ont wor 
‘conspicuouily in tho howd of Caphisodotus, when compared with the maturer 
fornss of the Paphos boy. ‘The foreboud of Cophisodotus is unformod. and. 
tho skull beneath seomsinot yot joined; his eyes are wide open, and Lave not

Ik ia howver by tho exprossion and by the gonural Lmpression produced 
by the two tionds thot they are distinguished both from other works and from 
euch other. Tho wish to tender the livoly expreasion of childhood with » life 
Tike truth to natuno Win Ted fu both eases to a amili—in Cephisodotiiy puly 
unconventional, and imitited directly from thy artist's observation of nature; 
in the Paphos boy tore conventional, but asill based upon observation, though 
wiodified Uy the artist’ training in othor types. "Tho rysnlt is fn the owe caso 
Wa ionoent and unconscious expression, but perhaps exaggorated in the 
upwant enrve nf the lips; in the othor ease a halfcoscious set amilo, Ib 
{is curious thut these are two vatiotive of expression that also mark the trast 
sitional period from wrchaie to tho-finest art; and though ouy two hada. ae 
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ions Ulan a century: Inter, yot wo must remember that children are still 
‘unfasiiline aubjorts in seallpliite mull that consequently wo tay in them expoot 
Wo soe charantoristion stcl ye sonrle the poviod of successful oxporimant, Tk is 
mich to be regrotted that when childinn came to bi favourite subjects fur 
represontation in Hellenistic wrt, the type wae developed along » diftorout 
Hino, and consequently that ilivse two funrth contary lends remain inolated 
nil without succession, 

‘A final question cannot/be avoided, Ara.e to toliove that there is any: 
artistic connexion, of school or otherwise, between these two heals fom 
Lorna ancl from Paphos? Tn discussing the gtylo of the-Paphox boy in this 
Vouewal (1888, j. 219), T expressed the opinion whieh - atill believe. to be 
currock, (iat it shows the charactorintick af the Attic school of amneble sentpture, 
ich an Uey were in the late pare of tho fourth century, aftor the days of 
Proxitilos, If wo arw then to believe thote is any conuaxion betwoon tho two, 
it must he by wuewne of Attic hutaence, Noe is such influonoo at Lorn vary 
improbible, On the other huni, it ja han} to detect ia lve Nini of Crphino- 
oti ny rosumblince to the Angive style, muh nn we might tually, have 
oxpocted, One ie tempted to quote the umuy ns Attic, from ita artiste 
fsoclations; bot there wns an Argive ns well wx air Attic Cophimus, onl so. 
child might ax woll boar the name Ceplisodotus in tha ono as tho othor 
district But other tmces of Attic influence are known at Lorn. Fur 
itistaiee, the ead mow in tho Contral Museum, and by some idontitiod yw 
Dowotur Prosymaun, resonibles, as hav vdready been said, many of the heads 
Lipon Attic stolen; nd thus it; as well ae the head of Cephiviotus, may 
twlonig to a stola of Atti type, Au, again, Ifwe include the whole Argive 
rogidss, Prot Bustwiinglor is unquestionably right in recogniainy Attic jnily- 
‘ence in yore fraginentary Ggurea with Hlodting drapery from the Hlorveum, 
Which algo resemble thyse fron Epidanria However thin muy bo, wo have 
‘onongh examples of Attic inflnence even near the centres of Poloponriesiat art 
fw the fourth oentury for one more instance not to xurprive ws And wo wo 
may ascribe to the Attic ychool of the fourth contirry whit is ecmmon ta, tho 
Daya fot Paphos and fiom Lorna, while tho difference in their age and in 
Wve iateution of tho artist, as woll na local circumstances, will amply. wuftice to 
oxpinin, the dilforences botwoun the two, We must temontber also thut on 
‘the grave Atal wo nay expoot 6 portiiit, though hardly with individual treat 
rucnt at path pails white the Paphos boy 4s likely to be an filal fiyurs, 
perhaps Evos, and the whore cauyentional treatment is in favour of sich

We have, thon, gains a new eplande to add to unr history of ark in the 
fourth century: Wo know wlrondy that in tho time of Proxiteles boys of 
fuutteon or fifteen were pilten reprerental, hie ivan agent whieh the peo 
portions of maturity une nlmaly eppronched, so that no-ew canon vn atudy by 
‘routed, while the softness of youth still wives tho utmoxtscope to the delicate 
tretment of nnurblo fr which tho Attia school of this period was mast 
famous Wee also kuew that shoving and after the Hellenistic porisd young. 
cluliven wore frequently representa espocially’ ik. gowre grup aiid in Uecova~ 
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tion rollefs like ‘those on parvophagi? and that in these the short figures and 
ehubby proportions of children were truthfully representod anil in later thine 
‘evan exaggerated. Bat it is new tous to find young children in Greek art 
neither conventionally assimilated to fally-grows wien, only smaller in sist, 
nor with the roundness of infapey such as wo wre tesed to seo in later ‘Chupids,” 
but showing m trostiment different from either of these, In the two examples 
whiok ae here been eae ee Sree aero to render the 
expression and charactor of childhood without departing altogothor from the 
‘oulptural traditions and dignity of womnmental art; thus we see a type pro- 
duced which is worthy of the fourth century, ani which wills one more to the 
Varied altainmesits of the aculplars of te jroriod.

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CERAMUS (Képapos) AND ITS INSCRIPTIONS. 


‘Ma W. R. Parox, who in vary well acqqunintod with the Gulf of Cos, 
Wiss been yoo enough to’ sani mo some impressions and copies which he 
rhecntly mado of inscriptions ut Kornio, tho alto of the snciont Coramus So 
faw are the documents hithoria published frou thik town, that I really 
consunted to edit those copies for the Jowrnul, the more #0 because T hal 
toon led to study the history of Caria somewhat minutely in. connexion with 
anothar town of this rogion, Tison! Tt happens nis thor ano of the very fow 
Instances where Coramus ig named, even in inscriptions, is in a docrye of 
Ephesus, discovered by Mx. Wood and now im the British Musetim, which T 
huayo recently prepared for the presi? Wo ahall have oocusion to rotor to 
‘ity preswntly. 

Bofore, provooding tovexamine the inscriptions, Tam gluil to trnsoribo 
nwasiount of the neighbourhool of Coraniua which T boguod Mr. Patou to 
draw up, knowing well bow interostlig ouch particulurs are to loas-travollod 
atudente of Gros antiquition 

"Coramiis ia situated on tho Ny giore of the Gulf of Con The site hax 
own digeribed by Livuty Susith (Newton, Aaliarrveumy ote. vol, ti. p. 027). 
‘The physical foatures of the narth suid south shoros of thi faner Gulf of Cow 
anv widely slifferont. ‘Thin wuth shoro is formed by the peninsila which 
soparates this gulf from tho Lycian Sma, Hero, ftom Port Giovn fa tho 
innorrnost rocoss of Aho gulf, to tho Dorian fothnn, extends a chain of 
‘wonderful harbours, which, as tho country ia unprodnctivo and univilubited, 
tumpt chanco visitors from haxbourless Grook islanils to bo scoptioal as to the 
Wwisllom af Providenon, Ou tho south side-of this anme ponliaule there ties 
{he fhnious harbour of Marmarico, which hue tha honour of occasionally: 
*liltering our Hoste, and of being, in consoquonce, eonnucted with Syria by 
wlegraph, ‘The ataility of thie rogiom in Git ix a comfort to think) no now 
thing. ‘Thoro ate singularly few traces of what nay bo called, for this 
nnroourded land, prehiatorie inhubitanta. The only ellen, of quasi-Hellenie 
town, of any importance was Codteao, and-this was on mn island mone the 
const? Cullipotis (naw called Golopot hy the Turks) wis situntod in. on

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‘excoptionally fortile little valley, bat 1 foond nothing there which spoke of a 
Jast At Seyout, the next harhour to the W.. iz @ well preserved. fortress, 
probably dating from the period of Rhotian dominion, There is another 
smaller fortross of the same period on the top of tho Altin Sivrisl (Goliloa 
Peak), a mountain 1500 feot high between Seyoatand Marmaries, Tam sure 
that thore can be nothing ele vury remarkable in the neighbourhood, bocatss 
Twas cverywhere counselld to ascand this Altin Sivrist where diere wero 
mmutrblr statues und inscriptions galore. Deventunlly did so with the grentent 
ifieulty oun very hot day, aud when in rags-and tatters I reached the 
fummit, T suggested to my guide, a celebrated inter of the district! that, bo 
hhodl not ehowen the lenst trying route. It wus only then I discovered that 
thia was his first asccnt, and I concluded that all these desirable things 
wore t bo found at the top of tho Altin Sivrisi for the exmo reason that wo 
many even more desirable things are to be fund in other places—bocause no 
one had ever boon there,’ 

“At present the only Interesting, if not valuable, product of this distrivt, 
in the styraxime (xynte oficinald), which grows in great abundance in the 
bods of atroams 1) resembles the plane-treo, but seetningly never attaing a 
gteab size The fragrant sap, used by the Turks as incon, stinks in the 
nostrily of orthodox oriental Christians,” 

‘The northira ehory of the Gulf is formed by what sem to be a rango of 
lofty monntains, clowly fringed by tho wa. It is only whon we climb tham 
thnt we find that they are but the edgos of a groat plateau, that wo are really 
iw Asin, and that the Mediterranean with its odour of the Weat is, like 
ourwlver, an intruder here. No grost river penetrates thix platoan to 
discharge itsulf into the Gulf of Cox Tho water from the upland plains, such 
fs that of Monghia, finds its eseape underground. Near Ceramus, west af tho 
old town, and wt the heal of the gulf near the anciont Tdyma? abnudant 
ruckish springs issue from the foot of the mountains and find their shortest 
ron to the sa Av Idyma this phenomenon i very rvmarkable. A neries 
of such spritics extending abont two miles from E, to Weunite to form ariver 
on deep, that it is possible to nscend it form considerable distance ino boat. 
‘These springs arv all of them, like those of Coramus, slightly salt; but the 
water is drinkable, wud watercress and colery thrive in them and form an 
coxcollont salad. The mperfluous water of winter does not find wo0 to eacape 
by tHiese underground channels, and in some places tarronts have cut their way 
through the plates” 


‘This to the langest of these atreame that the plain of Coranus owes, T 
Suppoae, ite origin. ‘The riverbed was quite dry whan T was there in 
October ; Inut K-was told thay ite valles, which is of considerble breadth, ii 
thirty or forty miles in length, Its sources must he in the high mountains 
war Eaki-Hissar (Stratonicén). This is the longest valloy which dexomnla

‘Very little is known of the history of Coramus, Of written, record 
there is absolutoly nothing. A fow fraginentary inseriptions and a vary fow 
ovine, none eaglier than the second contury 2.¢, afford o glimmer of light 
which only rakes the darkness vikiblo* For the illasttion, therofore, 
of the following iuseriptions we have no lolp but to fall back upon the 
gonneal history of Caria, the various. vicisitwules of which the town of 
Cormmus inevitably alured, ‘This chequered. history T have alreudy traoedd 
with sufficient caro in a previous number of the voernl? Nonw of tho 
inscriptions from Ceramua appear to bo earlier than the defeat. of Antiochus 
‘nt Maghenis ne. 190, upon which the Roman senate banded ayer Lyvia and 
Carla (0 the yovornment of Rhodes Tho Rhodians hat long: enjoyed 
possession of thy atzip of torritory on the oppoéite mainlond—the Rhodian 
Peron: and thik now assignmout was but un extension of the infuenco they. 
aliualy evijoyl in Curis, Tt lustod, howovor, only twonty years. At tho 
‘low of tho war with Porous, 146.168, the sonate, being bent on. hinwbling 
Rhodes ileprived hier of these pissexsions on tHe mainlund which: Il boow 
wssiqned her in #0, 180, Carin war declared ty be free We are: to under~ 
stand this declaration ws wpplying not to, the towne of the Paraen to. which 
Rhocten bad a prosoriptive titlo, but to hr dominion over the rest of Carin 
‘and Lyola, which rested only upon the deoroa of the senate? Accontingly 
Goria in genoral and her eitios onjayol « brief period of nntonomy for ths nox’ 
thirty-five yours muti) the whoo of Caria, anil thoroforo Ceramus along with 
it, waa merged in the Roman Province of Asin, nc.

‘The portion which remains iv occupied with a recital of 
the man's career, fout different occasions boing mentionod in which be had 
rondered conspicuows service, The document therefore belongs to a class of 
docrves whieh boeame common in the third xnd later eonturies mc, a typical 
‘exumple being the Athenian decree in honour of Phuedrus and his aon 
of the mune name, CA, ii 381 (dite about Bc, 272; see ny Manwal, 
‘No, 167), 

I place the docros shortly after nc. 168, whon the cities of Caria worn 
ibersted from Rhodian control. ‘The sudden grant of antonomy seeme ta 
ave involved Coramus in a conflict of factions The rival parties, olignrchical

with is to notice the manner in which the artist sets to work, when he intends 
to make a statue of this type. 

‘The statue is nearly pesfect in presereation, only the loge from above the 
knees being Jost. ‘Though the treatment of the knees and foot might hayo 
fatthor exemplied the soulptor’s methods, I think enough is left for us to be 
able to see clearly what those anothods were. 

‘The first thing that we notice is the extreme flatness of the surface at 
front, hack and sidus, s0 far as the original outline is left; In the back 
this is clearest; taken vertically, there is a marked curva; but a ruly held 
horiznytally against the beck st any height would touch every point ix 
‘the whole breadth from shoulder to shoulder or silo to side, In fromt 
we toe almost the same thing At the sides there ix a wimilar dnt 
warface of the breadth of the arm; but the outline of the arm haw bown ont 
iv, parallel to the tack and front glanes from the sie, and purallel: to the 
sido planes from the front, ao that almost rectangular picoes are cut out, 
‘The reantt muy best be realived, if one imagines the wfatuy cut through hori- 
zontally at almost any-hoight; tho section resutting will ba contained by 
Jines parallel to the back and front of tho statuo, aul othory nt right unylon to 
thom, parallel to the sides. In thet at most parts of tho bedy tho 
section will prosent a rectangular parallelogram, with a smaller rectangle 
‘atbiched ot cach side for the arms. ‘Tho corners are not of course left quite 
slurp, but they are not rounded off enough to obscure the rectangular wnpo- 
Now when one considers the {roeness of the outlines of the figure taken vorti- 
‘cally that is to say, viewed from the front or side—anil compares it with the 
two sots of straight lines at right angles to one another taken in horizontal 
suction—that is, viewed from above or below—the conclusion is obviogs The 
outling of the figure from the front ar side must be drawn freely ; the Lorinon~ 
tal sootion at any point is dopondent for its outline ou two parallel aystems of 
Tinos xt right angles to one another, That is to ray, thy process followed in 
tmiking tho statuo is precimly that followed by a beginner in sealptarre now— 
or at any time—when ho has to set to work on a rectangular block of marble 
onl to hew » statue out of it, First he dws the outline of the statue in full 
fan and ja profilo on the front and the side of the block, ‘Then he-carsies 
these outlines straight throagh, working from the frout parallel to the «idos, 
fand frou the site paral to the original front plano, Whou this process is 
completed, the statue, frou front ur sido, kas tho required outlion ; but in 
horizoutal swetion it isnt any point perfectly ~ When the asms 
‘and logs tiave then been similarly outlined, ani out in to the required Ivpth, 
{ the face m little shaped, the result is a statue in preclaely the condition in 
which we ao the Nexian statue now before us. 

‘Thoro can then be handly a doubt ax to the process which prodnoed chia 
nnfinished statue. But how fir can we apply genorally to eurly sculpture thn 
tesults we have attained in a single example? Au examination of a few well- 
‘cuowa and typical archaio statues will enable us to answer this question. 

Tt hus often been observed that many archaic statues are square in 
shape—that is, in Norizontal section” This squaroness has often been 

ce 
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atiributed to wood-techinique or other influences—in part at least orrone- 
oualy, as we shall now see, It is not however universal in archaic statics ; 
it would be righ to generalize without examining @ very large number. of 
Instances, but T think it will ba found tw bo expecially characteristic of the 
Tonie andl Ieland schools, Thus wo find that the horizontal section would be 
‘almost rectangular ju tho Branchillae Hgures, in the figure dedicated by 
Nicandma to Artemis at Delos, in the winged figure by Archermos Leom Delos, 
Si tho * Apollo! of Thor, and in that class among the female statues found 
‘om the Aorupolis at Athote which T was dispaaed, for otber rents, lo regard 
‘6% the common or Ionic type Atticized! 

Lt seems moro than # coincidence that. sqtuarencss of shape belongs to 
{just thoso schools and works which are traditionally eonnocted with the fit 
Doginnings of marble sculpture, On the other hand wo notice a rounil 
Horizontal section, expocially atthe hoight of tho waist in the Hera of Sano * 
fab tho Lousro, aul in thy carly Apollo figures from Boootin, that of Orcha- 
metios wud Uiowe from the tamplo of Apollo Peoua’ Iu tts connection it ts 
worth obmrving Hut the treatinent of the face in the Apollo Plous tosembles 
strongly that een in the Aeropolis status (Muséen atthancp, PL ix), which 
iffore frown. all the vost, and resembles fn dtupery the Hura of Samoa! But 
without following further, foe the peosmnt, an indication which might lead to 
Interesting, remults, we tnay at hast notice that the squaronieas of alapa which 
wo soo in our ninfinielied atatue in also to be obwerved, with the corners w little 
rors rounded off, ion large number of statues even after Gn jam 
éapecially among statuos of thy Louie type, to whiob our Nexion figure must 
also belong. And so we may infor that thy all ween mudy by: the saraw 
procoss which we see going on in the unfinished etatue; that ix to sy that 
this frout and side outlines were first drawn on the front aud sido of the bloc! 
abil then cut straight through parallel to the side and front fines, detail 
boing added and comers pounded off ufterwards, but the gonieral equareness of 
slinpe being preserved. 

‘hia squareness, as we have nlready noticed, has been by seme atteibutaid 
to-the influouice of woodstoelinique,® That the inflacnce of wovl-technique ix 
to, be seu in wom early soulptirn, fiw. probably will he prepared to dony ; but 
that inflaence has been pn the one hand exaggerated, on the othee sought 
for in a wrong directian, Without somo suely process ae that we lve junt 
inferred, there is no reason why esquire section should be yroducod at the 
waist or tho narrowest part of o statue, boonuse the original block of mathle 
‘or wood from which it waa ext was squars;" but by stich a process of ymrullel 
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eutting the square shape would be transferred even to the nnrrowest parts, 
Agnin, the wquareness of the original block is wm unjustified presumption, A 
Dock of marble cut from n quarry is umually rectangular, But n piece of word, 
4s Bond, 8 wot roctangtilar, but round in its original shape, We think usually 
fof a beats a squire, aul hence has arisen this misapprehension that has ted 
to nomormis inistakes tind misstatement ‘That the Greeks did) not so thine 
of it is shown by the following story about Agesilaus, reonted by Plntarch 
"When Agesilans saw in Asia home roofed with square. boaine, he uskest 
the owner if trees grow spare fh those parts Tho answer was "no, they 
grow round." *T suppose then,” said bo, "if they grow mare, you woul ext 
them round” We notive hore, first, that Agesilaus hal to go to Asin to Hoe

‘Samoa it was Smmilia, tho wood-earvor and pupil of Dardalus, who substituted 
fs statue for tho primitive wooden symbol. 

‘There are two other misapprotionsions: that have, T think, Jot to “an 
exaggeration of Ue influonce of wood-technique, Ono ir ax to the meaning 
Of thy word Edavew, another aa to the more general quostion of the develop- 
ment of sculpture from primitive temple-imnges, 

‘An to tho first quostiin, it i# to bo noted that dav, though generally 
assumed t moan a wooden statue, cannot bo proved to havo any #0 exclusive 
signification, Thue Xenophon (Anak v. % 19) aye 7a Ebavow Faurey toe 
Kuraplacwor xpuog Gres 1G de Ebley, anil Euripides speaks (Tro, 1074) of 
xpvatwn Eodver vero.

properly applicable to stono (el. Feary AlBos) oF wood and tho noun Ebayow 
is used for auy statue, either of these materials or of metal. We cannot there 
fore, whenever we lear of » primitive Eiavow, infor that it was of wood, but 
wo nit be guided by othor indications, if there. aro any, as to ite malarial ; 
Aiud if there are none, we must be content ta reinuin ignorant om the point, 

‘The second misapprehension I refer to is concerned with the de- 
Yelopment of sculptors from tho rude symbols of doities in temples. ‘These 
aymbils wore of conrs often of wood, and some lnsyw suppose thot Crock 
soulpture yas daveloped from graitual improvement of these, Ido not believe 
this to have been the case, to-any cousidorible extent, Of course, as senlpture: 
and the appreciation of farm developed, the templo-imagn haul to follow the 
development, in order not to appear totally inadequate or even Indiorous. 
But it followed, it did not Jond, aud even in the times of the highest art many 
ruily ¢ymbols of primitive worship survived as the contee of religious core 
monies, Tho tinv development of Greek sculpture came in avother way, 
‘The optlinsl ptaropts nt anything worthy of the name of a statue ane to be 
seen in tha tiido ronte and dnped female gars which lisyy won found on ull 
euely Girvck sites; thew wore usaally dedications reprosanting either 
deity or the worshipper; but they were not objoota of womhip, now was thoir 
rmoilol the gacrod aymbal in the tewpla. Whot in thom i4 conventional, and 
xiot laken from a divwet observation af nature, is probably to be traced. to. the 
ntatuottes. of Phosnician import and of types borrowed from Egyptian or 
Oriontal art, which aro also found upon almost all sites of early Grock 
habitation, 

‘Wo havo boon Tod to some distinea from our original subject by this 
attompt to rediuca to its due plavo the inffuence of the primitive temple statue 
aod of wood-tochniqne upon early Grock scullptara, We ny now, however, 
‘uo that these influences ure inadojiiate to-explain the squaronexs of form. for 
whieh tho tne explanation is, think, now before ua Before we leave this 
gnly stuitie, a word or two whould be addod as to the tools sw) its its cutting. 
‘Thoro ix:no sign of nny tool but a rethor sharp. punch, driven probably with a 
Hnomec! OF the nuirks of this instmmont we shall see olher examples in 
other unfinished statues, wnd'to theso we must now pass on.

Our second exaniple of unfinished statues belongs toa very different 
period (Fig: 2}, Ik is one of a group of unfinished statuoe which comes from 
Rhoneia, most of which seem to be of fourth ceatnry work, anil sauna of them 
Intended to bo erected over graves. Tt is not my intention here 4 eausilee the 
stylo or tho subject of the stnine, which donot concern our presuat discussion ; 
all -we Lave to tiotico on those pointe is that the statue probably belunge to 
Grock roulpture of the finest period of exceation, and wo anay-teach us some- 
ting ws to the methods of the artists of that periad in carding a statue out uf 
a block of marble, 

Tn the first place we notice three small dril-boles ovoe the brow, jaxt in 
the middle of the statne horizontally, made in a rough. picce of marble erie 
donily loft for the purpiom, atl intondesd to be workes! off when the statun wns 
finiabed (Qhia appears clearly in the illustration). At the bottom are two 
corresponding dnil-holes, one in a square hole let in betwaen tho foot, and 
‘another outside the loft foot. ‘These holes maat have sorvedl for the adjustmont 
‘if w rod oF a ling, fixed vertically down the front plane of tho Vlock along the 
midile of the bolly, to wirve asm guide fo the soulptor. That it wna so ted 
4 quite eloar froas tho line down the body just behind it, which toes nob cor- 
tespond to the ourre of thio muscu, but dows onal two diffrent stages it 
the finishing of the work. Thom different stags can bo’ very. easily distin: 
guished evon in our ehgraving; in tho wfatuo iteclf they are clearer still. 1

stony that » Grook artist of tho bost period mag vory probably have helpod. 
Himself in designing by aketclor in clay; hut if he intended to make his 
statue by the method wo see hore in process, it i hant to woo why ho should 
ever have taken tho trouble to make a fullsize clay anodol or to fish it in 
‘loti, at lonst when Ie interided to uxoouto hiv statue in marble. Wo may 
thie nt once dismiss the thought that: any mechunioal copying of & pruparod 
iodal is to bo aeot in our statuo, ‘Thu art In cutting it quite freoly out of 
the biook, knowing of course what ba wanta to do, but not having buforo him 
any finished embodiment or reproduction of the work of art Ie has in his 
mind.

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A STELE COMMEMORATING A VICTORY IN A BOAT-RACE, 


Wars workiug lat Spring in the Central Muwum at Athens, my 
attontion was arrested by a sculptured tablet baring apparent reforunes to 
‘the Greok boat-mees of which T have already treated in two papers in this 
Journal! This relief admits unfortunately of bat pastiol explanation, Wut 
novertholon, aa it stands almost alone® in ite kind, 1 propose to publish it 
without waiting for moro fight on the subject. 

‘The size of the wholé stole. is forty-oun by twonty-aix inches, All tho 
‘middle part of it i¢ blank: probably an insoription had boon painted there 
which has now entirely disappeared. Had it survived, i would aye explained

‘Tho plato betwoon the Akakeher and Eber Lakes ie wt all times very 
marshy ond to a great extent under water in winter, » fact which accounte 
for the cireuit mado by this northern track to Aksheher.

"The analogy of this vaso to the ware of Kyrone ix obvious at first’ sight 5 
and yot thoro ix no question but that it belongs to the. Protokirinthing. class, 
Here we have, so far aa T know, the first instance in Greek pottory whero tho 
eloments uppear directly inspired by Phoenician metal work ‘Tho sacred 
nee? pointa to Assyrin; the pairs of heraldic binds to the tectonic sonlptuses 
‘of Asia Minor; while the two winged figures in the main frieze show decided 
Kgyptian influence? At the same time, the whole dosign is treated in a 
jmunner as though eopied without auidrstanding; eo mucty 90, that in the 
‘uppae band we hove « wing and foredeg of an auiral (cf the horse in fig. 1 
‘va p. 178), but no head.

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VARIOUS WORKS IN THE PERGAMENE STYLE. 


Mice ching objoct of this paper is to Twcant and classlty the various 
tmonutiunts which on the ground of subject-matter or atyle rnay olainy to be 
coninocted with Pergamens work. Tt may be well. alw to notico by way of 
introduction what we cam gather from anciont testimony, 

‘Of most of the existing works that T shall mention { have hd personal 
Knowledge, and whero I Nave hind t0 rely morely on published representations 
ofthe, Lean only bring thein forward for the purpowo of wiggorting to thove 
‘who have direct doquaintance with then to consiiter them from thi« point of 
view. tho theory whieh T wish to work out—a theory nitouily suggested by 
othrs—ia that cortain fields of Groco-Roman snd late Roman art have 
roovived o deep and abiding impress from Pergamon. ‘That this ahoukt be 
4s prior’ probablo dows wot nel alabarate proofs Rome was tho hse of the 
Porgamons kinglow, anid hid always friendly, intimacy with it, and we hear 
fof muany Porgainene works being tennsfurrel to Romo by Noro (Dio Chrys. 
GEER): between certain Roma and certain Porgamone myths there war 
jw cloko analogy, which coloured the artistio representation of them: the 
weruggle of tho Pergamune: kingilom with the Gauls, ar—to speak porhnps 
note oorreetly—with Antiochus Hierax suppotted by Gullic morcenurion?* 
Was the most rocont counterpart to the struggle of Rome with the barbarinns : 
jt was thy Porgameno school —v Proforsor Brunn wis the fina to demonstrate 
— who iddéulized and fixed for artistio representation the type of the morthan 
Warbarian anil really created historic soulpture,* anit 1 think that it ean be 
shown that theie rendoring of this type became conventionalized and retained 
traditional throughout many contrries, 

But thé:preliminary question which it is easential (o answor is whother 
it i allowable to apenk Of 4 Pergumouo stylo at all. Hor unless works dono at 
‘Porgamon or in qonnection. with Penganon showed certain specific points of 
resemblaneo between themuclves nd n certaiu distinctiveness, we might 
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nillliate Greco-Raman art in general Hellenistic art in general, but no part 
at all of the former to Pergumens art as x species of the luttor, 

Tp there then a Pergamene school whose work maybe regarded! aia

In spite of all this eclecticism, the works tat are known to Itave come 
from Pergamon ond its vicinity display om the whole certain common qualities 
cand fontures which hase not appeared at all or not in equal degree of deyelop= 
ment in earlier wurks, ‘These qualities one may either praise or blame, but 
it i not the object of this paper to dwell on quostivne that emeern tho 
‘plilimophy of art. [have tried to express im former papers in this Journal 
sone of the eommon and exsontial charnoteristics of this seulptare, and 1 will 
tiy briofly to recon thes her, chinfly far as cougerns the rondoring of the 
fornit, But one onight first to notice the quortion from which of tho owo 
petials of the Pergamena work are these to be gathered, from tho older period 
of Attalis TL. of the younger of Kumwnes IL Profimor Bruna finds it tho

‘as follows, ‘The contour isu rather high oval, the height boing proportionately 
greater than the breadth ; the enaphasis i laid on the fladh rather than ou

jprotuberanos of fesh, the wpace between the eyes is great and tho dapth of 
Hivoye-socketa in ntedkinply great; tha pvér-lunging eyebrows are xealitically 
‘rendered und are often drawn up in the middle uf their curve; the flesh at 
the outer cornce of the oye frequently ia swollen, and the centre of the eyeball 
ito often protrndos, ‘The lips are fall and short ans alf-parted, and ‘tho 
upporinne is usally arched and the contre of it pouts forward, The throot 
appoara ag a columnar support of tho bea, the wnder surface of the check 
Springing us it-wore from the throal in low eliet: ‘The hair i rendered in » 
seild nnd confused uns, 

Tho provailing caxprosion of the faco—which there forma evidently tsset

The principle that governs tho treatment of the heal pips aleo bn 
tho ronilering of tho torso snd thy limbs: the effet desired anil attainod ix 
tit of tausporiry rathor tian pormanent life aac form. ‘Thy bone-structure 
cannot of cours bo altogether concealed, but tho eye ix rath’ arrested: by

which thie interest in the motieutary. life aul in tho auporfioial axpoct of the 
body ix manifested is the noturatiitic ropresontation of auch details ax tho hair 
on the Brosab and in the arm-pite, the drops of blood flowing from a wound, 
tthe wrinkles of tho skin, the awollen, veins Anil the sme love of more 
detail ia whown in the cxact wxpronsion of the different textures of 
drapery. 

Tasty, us regards tho composition, we detect in the Innger friewt and 
till moro clearly in the wmallar the tendency to crowd tho figures togethor 
fod to ovurload the vortion, whoreby risk ie incurred of losing plastic 
distinotness.

Porgamene countenance, yet some of the essential traces appear in the faces 
of the divinities, and also in the humon faces of the smaller friese ; nor ia ¥ 
only im the ginnt-body that the violent troatment of the museies is seen. It 
Was been made complaint about the figure of Zeus in tho frinzo that the 
torso fa too yigautesque Also the excited and oyer-vebemunt expression it 
given to the fhees not euly of the giants but of some of the divinities ux well. 
Tn aplte-of the fact therafore that muxny of the best traditions of the oiler 
joulpture wore maintained wt Porgawou, we hisve bere » pevuline typeof 
foruis wil wmode of expression beeuening fixe and conventional. 

Again, the qualities of this stylo apposr throghout tho whole of this 
coloeml frieae in. greater or lewer degree of improsiveness ‘Tho sealptars: 
ary from many nations, but there is unity in their work ; and chongl of course 
thore wry grout difforwnces of skill in the exocution of different slabe, yot no 
one has yot seconded in amigning thie sonics to the Attic and that ta tho 
Rhodian workshop. For instanes, the figure which for. no particular reason 
‘has boen calle! Orion show+—as T hae before pointed ont—a sdrior and minre 
redrained atylo Gian most of the others, and a more protinent: arking uf 
tho bone-strueture of the head. Bat wo esnnot claim thin slab for the 
suatocer style, independent of Asintie voluptuounuess; for in the fue and 
far of the ginnt thas lies at his foet the snarky of the * Perganans’ stylé ate 
smcat conspicuous. Many special pointe of difference might be discovered 
between the rerion of slabs on which Hekate and the kiwlrod divinities are 
ropresunted, wot that on which Amphitrite and the ea-divinities appear in 
combat. Not only ia the execation inferior in tho latter, but there are fewer 
apecific marks of tho school iu the rendering of the torm abi thy tion, 
Tut thero is wo vew principle of composition, vo differant theory uf 
formal treatment in thie group, su that we might speak of a separate wud 
iulopondont style. 

And—ns I lave incidentally noticed before and will soon show by 
iNustration—the hewls of the smatler fries shaw oa the whole tho sume 
charnetotistice aa theae on the larger, only that the dominant exprussiyn is 
lew interme and their contour is rounder and softer, and the marking of the 
bone-irnctire of the akull which may be discorned on two heads of the larger 
frieze cannot be sliscovured on this.

Bat those who worked at thia place worked de eimsilit anmérvtin, 
scith some unity of mothor.and theory, andl what hey achieved was important 
shougl to serve asa standard. 

MT tere the prio iniluences shat explain this akylo pnd tu onflonk the 
clomnents ti the older sculpture from which it ix ill up, fies boyoud the 
vonpe of this paper- But in passin T may illustrate the theory that 
Tuvance hefireof an aifinity Metworn the atylo of Seopas and Porgnmone 
work.

Tt would he interesting to know if there was any affinity betweon the 
statuo from Pergamon nnd the‘ uobilin Hermaphroditus’ of Polyeles, ‘The 
question is of course fore-judged if we assume that the copies of the slueping 
Hermaphrodite, the statues in the Louvre and Florence aul St. Pot 
feserve the type and form of the original which Pliny praises; but this ie 
only an archaeological eogjecture. At any rate, the Pulyclos whose work 
upon this thonwe was most notable canoot have been the sculptor of OL, CLL. 
‘vat either the second Polyetes of tho middle of tho thind century or the latest 
of this name belonging to the Attic ‘revival’? Aud it is not dimprobable, 
from the internal evidence of Piiny’s text, that it ix the wulptor of this latest 
poriod to whom ho refera* tn this care the Hermaphirdive uf Polyclen might 
be almost. contemporary in origin with that whieh hae buen brought. from 
Pergamon, aml which will always remain of importance for a certain 
simplicity and freskncas it pomestes, and its comparative purty of expression

‘tho oasliest tnstanoo yet discovered among Porganene monuments of x tyy 
of the god of which the origin is doubtful, and. which ie probably quite distinot 
from the well-known work of Phyromaches, 

@® Somewhnt diferent in form fron the last is a small figuro in torrn- 
cotta exhibited in the Antiquarium at Berlin, au undoubted Asclopios aud of 
Porgamone ‘provenance.’ "Tho gol it onee more erest, aud the himotion 
covors the lower purt of the body and tho left shoulder in the samo fashion, 
Dit his right hand ia resting on his hip, and it his tofe is th werpent-rol, In 
those rexpoeta it is a replica of the statue from Cyrene published in the 
Hillenie Journal (AN, p. 47); but the term-cotta figura ix heared, and a 
{youthful Axclopioa is a typo that has not yet been found at Pergamon, althongh 
we inight believe that it was not unfamiliar to the native Fmagination, ninco 
in the vision of Aristides the god wore somo of tho forms of Apollo.® 

G@) The two satyre from Pergamon, published by Dr. Furtwanglor,* the 
ono a porfoetly proservesd bronze figure, the other a stattio of Parian marble 
wonting the head and arms. ‘The meaning and probable genealogy of these 
works have been fully iscussod by the sbove-moutioned writer; it ix 
only nocossary to note here that the rowlering of the anatomy shows in 
‘oavh caso the manner poouliar to the school, namely, the powerful asticulation 
of th fleal, uni that. the excention of the panther’ fell wnd of the nobris 
reniinds us of the skill 90 notable on the frieze in. the linndling of different 
taxterinls. Whether the bronze figure with its plebeian and bucolio type of 
hood sapipliow tis with nuother eeiterion for bringing certain works—hitherto 
iwlntod—under tho Pergamene specion, may be afterwards considered. Tt 
mny appear thas this typ is fot especially Pergameno, But the figures 
pirovo At Toast that we may attritiate to this schiool ao wifection for strained 
‘and complicated moyement and pom-—‘n rhytlim distortnin at elaboratuan — 
thuit descends to them from Myron, 

(/) The torso and lower body of » Triton, one of the figures that stood 
Jo the heroterion of tho altar, Thave altondy mentioned that, most of these 
ppt to be free reproductions of thu divinities of the targer friezo, and theie 
movornodita suggest the same action, Tt is quite possible that thia status of 
tho ‘Triton his thé same dramatic mesning, for his right arm was eridontly 
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raised on high as though brandishing a ¥espon, and his loft’ hand Holds 
shell. ‘There may bono allusion hore to the old tradition acconing to which 
‘Yriton served as trumpeter in the gigantomschy, ‘Tho torsa ix testid wo a8 
to muggest the Liquid lament te- which the personage belongs, ant that thi: 

sculplare achivvel somothing is the representation of the baingy 
Of tlie sem the Triton of the Yatioan—to bo comiidored Iator—gives us fair 
roneou to believe. It ix evident that the skill which thie sculpture possoesr 
in sofly rendering the surfaces of the flesh would stand it in ston whon 
handling this theme,

(A) T have referred ubove to fragments of smaller reliof-work, containing 
figures about fourtoon inches in height, which bas been brought to Berlin from 
‘Pergamon, an} which is of same interest because it also represents a giganto- 
machy and copivs certain. groups of the larger altar. For instanoo, wo soe 
tho figure of Diooyvot showing the same treatment, the sane half-fersinine 
forms, and the same posture as the Diotyais of the Iargor frieea; thn faco ix

belonging to a conseontive frivae. but probably af Inter origin than that junt 
tontional, representing Zous aml Athuna in the battle. ‘The god is striding 
forward with violent action, with his loft foot on o prostrate giant of human 
form ; brandishing tho thunderbolt im hie right hun, with his left ho haw 
caught » serpent-footed giant by the hair (though the hund is missing, tho 
interpretation. is bardly doubtful). Zeus bears no aogis, and the raserablance 
of the secre ta the greater frieze is mot very close. The rendoring of tho 
fons shows the later exaggertinn of the Pergamena stylo, and there ix no 
finns of purface. Athwne with the aegia ix harrying to the lof; only die 
right half of bur body nnd no part of the wick and shoulders ie presorvul. 
‘Tho figure yomewlst resembles the troune of Athene with the giant 
in the Hellenic Journal, Vol,1V¥,, p91. 

(i) Of much greater importance is w free statue of Zeus shout six feot iu 
height, which I haxe slightly referred in a former paper—onn of that wries 
‘of statues which were probably carved simultancoualy with the ftivze-wurk 
of the great altar, and which probably stood above i botweon the pillars of 
the colowmmle. No doubt this also ia Zous Pvyarroderqe, for the posture 
‘nui despery aco very similar to those of tho Zous on the frinz And tho 
diffcrences arise montly from: the inevitable differences between a reliof-figure 
in.» group and » single free statue ; that ix, the action is lew dramatic wel 
viol’at, ‘The head of this Zaus iy only elightly inclined to the right, and the 
action fa more directly to his front; thore ix no backarwing af the body, but 
hho is striding forwards with right foot advanced and right arm uplifted, 
‘Thore is n certain diguity also and rowrve in the motive of the lufh arm 
which meréy supports the drapery, and the muscles are not so violvatly 
rendered nor thi voins 20 awollon, If this ie copied from the fricas-figure— 
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of which T am doubtfil—it is a very intelligent copy, anil takes-an ianportant 
‘place in owe sonnty series of Zous-atarues of w Greok perio (Fig. 1). 

Bosides these works of soulptire thera aew soveral moulds foul on the 
site of Pergamon, for statusttes nui roliofs, which ari exhibited in thie Berlin 
‘Antiquarium, Many of thow are for the forma of divin hus Horas, 
‘Apollo, Bacchus, Aphrodite, but itis band to discern in, them any features 











specially characteristic of Pergumnone watk oxoept in the Torus, whore 
forchwad and chest recalls somathing of the atyle. 

“Phore are also in the Antiquarian» niinbwr of guuall tarra-cottas from 
vinion, but fow ef ther give any clade ihustration of the 
aul the aggregate of them do not serve to cormborate Plin 
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corning the fame of Rergamoue pottery. Two of them deserve montion here: 
‘ono a fewualo icad (No, 8702), showing the unmistakable marks of the types 
Another n torso, that might be that of Bros or Bacchus, ia many ways 
reaombling tho fmgmontury statte described bore, eepectally in the saft 
Tandling of the largo masses of fash on the breast und abslomen. And Iuire, 
alas a chlamys iy seen, passing rount the loft xhowldor and aypearing én Ihe

Uiveroiiy, Gallosies at Oxford, and tho museum’ at Constantinople, possesses 
any monnment of marble, bronze, oF terra-vottia that is kaown to have come 
from tho ite or immediate viciuity of Purgamon, And all that we have Is ‘the 
‘colosso} torso fram Elaca—the port of Poryanon—which hus. not yet been 
published, Tis probably fragment of @ stutne of the eoated Harsclos The 
Characteristic style 4s yory noticable in the soft and lax rendering of the 
forms, anit tho deep depressions that throw strong: shiilows. over thi lange 
‘musics of Mosh, in the treatment of the lower part of tha torr, and in the

‘The only other minible work tt may with oortainty Ive added to this ttt 


nim mule heal roti tho munllor frien, in private on nt Droslon, of 
Which I have wo parwsnal kxiowladgo, but whieli is Trielly mentioned in the 
Archivologinche Zeitung of 184 (p. 08). 


‘The coinage of Pergamon eontributes much to our knowhidgo of tho 
focal cuts, and occasionally strates x Jotal myth, but exhibits very little of 
tho peculiar etyle in question, Nor shonld wo expect to find much of it on 
this class of monuments; but an Alexander's heid in tho tion's skin on n eit

‘of Septinius Sevorus, showing Heracles with the hind of Cerynea, rocall the 
familiar xtyle in tho rendering of the forelwad and eyos, 

‘A fow fragruents—not long discovered and not yet published, ao fax on T 
aim aware—frone the Stoo of Attalua Lot Athons may porlaps be rockoned 
‘among the monvtnnnts that com from the site or territory of Pergunon. 
Whothor tho king employed hit own seulptors or Athenians for the docoration 
of his mommnent might be ao open question ; hut the atyleof theso fragments 
makes for the former supposition.

Ti las the peoullar highly-wrought expression which tho seulptors of 
‘his uahool loved to give; and it shows thelr characteristic treatment of forms— 
tho loug oval contour, tho deap uye-sockets, the foruhead protruding in the 
contra, the short ftmanouth We might name ita bead of Demeter, 

(t) Another feranle hous of coliaml size, very sitnilar in fore mtu 
oxpresion, with hal-open smoith, « highlyarrched ayper tip, and the sanie 
treatment of the forvhend. 

(© A barbarian head, probably « Giul's displaying the olyractoristic 
Porgunend konloring of this type in the high clioek-hones, the hair and eye 
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wows; bit there is more realism of detail ix this than (for instancn) in the 
hhond of the Dying Gaul of the Capitoline. 

Bofore beginning the review of the sonumantsl evidence that. proves the 
diffusion of Rergamons style throughout other localities, there aru tome 
literary notices that are valuable to collect. 

‘Among the nrte oultivntad with the greatest suovess it the later Cruck 
and the Greco-Roman period was that of momic; amd it is probable that 
Tome was to somo extent indebted to Pergumon for tho introduction and 
expansion of this art, ‘Galeborrimas fuit in hoe gouor Saray qui Porgaint 
rtravit quem vounnt nsaroton Gocon*;? it is likely that ho helonged to the 
ceatlior Attalid period, and it is possible that bo was ono of those who weought 
the modaies for thie magaifivent abip of Hicto TL of Symouse (about 232 £.c.), 
Which, is ons of the earliest reoored and certain instanoes of amoaaic-work 
sod for. private Iixury? Now it is shortly after the date wt which the 
Porgamouiun kingdom was coded to Rome (1.c. 188) that Unix wrt booame 
popular in the Tatter city; and thal this ix more thin a mere coincidence 
sods indicated by the name that is commonly applied in later literature to 
the mosaie-paverment—asarotum aud asnrotich Japilli—e general ters, derived 
fronn’ tho Pergamono work. The theory could he better established if une 
cout diseovor in Roman niosaie sure trices of the Porgamene style; and the 
‘attempt would be niyenturous, a8 no mosaic Ina bean found on the excavated 
sito oF in the vieinity of Pergamon, ani it would be hazardous to sook in 80 
digoront an wet for tho sume style that appears in the sculpture ; but a fow 
cluen of connection may be gathered, chiefly from the ropresentation in 
ivosaic of Alexander's battle. 

In his Campaniwhe Wondmaterei® Helbig his throwa out the suggestion 
thot this work is dorived from an original—probably « painting—that belongs 
to the samo opool and tondoney ax the Avtalid historic soulptures. Wo may 
tnnte that the samo principle is observed hore ns thero in the rendering of tho 
harbarie type, nnd some of the same features reappear, and the real type ix 
given without excosive naturalinin, Now it cannot be. said that any nud 
Urery achiovemont in hiatorio nxt iu tho Hellonistic era immediately falls vo 
tho credit of the Porgamens selioil, for Cyrene or Alexnudrin say claim to 
havo done work of the same kind and powor in regant to tho African 
hationalitios. Bat it is much more probable that the typo of tle Persian 
‘aco was originally  tiweme of Asin Minor art rather than of Groeo-Libyan or 
Greon-Hayptinn, And the mosaic in question ix not without evidence in 
support of this. ‘There ia certain roseroblance—that must not howgvar bo 
too inch insisted upon—between the figuro of the Persinn who is tnnnstixed 
by the apear af Alexandr, and that of the young giant who ia falling bofore 
‘Atlin on the altae-frieze, Hin faco and the fices of som of tho other 
Persiana show soinetliing of Mit chauructar and that expression in eyes anid 
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{oreliend thit mark the gigantesque typo; and the reflection of the prostrate 
Porsian’s cotintonance in his own shield recalls to our mind a similar trait in 
Sony’ mouaig, th reflection of the bird's head fu the water, Tam aware that 
those indications are of rather sight fore; bit they combive with moro 
general considerations of probability to oomect the :mosaie-with the listeria 
‘wutk of the lator epoch rathor than with the picture of the Egyptian Helena 
to which! Ovurbock would refer it, ‘The violent dramatic spirit, the highly~ 
wrought pathos, tho mnstorfal churasterization of the Porsian tace, are futures 
Jn the work’ that aro difficult to reconcile with the belief that the original 
was painted by woman in Egypt soon aftr the middle of tho fourth 
entry 2.0, 

‘Tho popularity of the work of Soma in proved also by the oxisting 
jmitations; the birdy drinking front the eup on the Herculaneum rmomaie are 
reproduction of part of his subject, but it throws no light on any special 
churnctor of style, Ag lian boon alriaily sail, it iv searooly fruitful to try to 
find any miain strum of Pergatnene influence in Roman mosaleework; but 
here nnd there in certain themaes a certain affinity may ba observed. 

‘The literary rooont concerning Pengamono art, that is next in importance 
to the record of the Attalid dedications at Athens, isn series of epigrams 
doscribing tho representations in reliof on the pillars of the temple that was 
sainod! at Oyzious by Attalus HL. ont Eumones 11. in honour of their wnother 
Apollonia, Acconting to tho transeribor of tho opigrans they wery netuilly 
ingoribed on tho pillars thensolves—ee ra arudsmideia eyéyparro, wepie 
Sovra. dverydigpous Leroplas? "That the verwes and tho art wore conbam- 
poraneous in their origin cannot be believed, am the irregularities of the motre 
point to » very late periods perlinps their invcription is only imaginary, and 
thoy ate the york of a Into Byzantine. But there oun be no doubt that they 
describe notual monuments, the dacuration of the tenplo-pillury ot Oyzions— 
sand roeord some of the productions of the artists who worked for Attalus and. 
Kumonos, Many of tho subjects oan be illustrated, and somo have a xpeoinl 
intorcet for Porgamons tegen, and -may vary probably bo the work of the 
seulptors who carved the amallor Pergamono fried, ‘Tho first® in the serios 
id w copresentation of Bacchus lending Semele to Olympos with Hermon 
proonding, and on escort of Saayre sind Silent with tare ‘The text is too 
Vogue to tall ax mach about thy composition, but we may conjecture 
youthful Dionysos stariling in the chariot by the side of Samelo in, tho oentre 
of the mene, 

Thy words rae dion Nereis (8p Gueéperos can refer to nothing 
that was thoro in the scono, unless wo suppose « combination of two suparate 
myis on the sume slub;-and the evidence of other monuments eunnot help 

ion of it, for with the wxesption of one broken vary

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‘record is that it gives us another example of the figure of Dionysos is » theme 
of Pergamene sculpture; and I have already notel with what peculiar ex- 
ppreesion and forms the type of the god was handled by the mich of this rhoo!, 
to whom chiefly, we may believe, the lator modifications of the type are due, 
Bat it is doubeful whether there is any Greco-Roman sculpture dealing: with 
thir subject it-which we ean definitely tmce the effect of theis work.

"Pho choice of this subject for the decoration of the Cyzicene temple need 
{hot tiaye heen suggested by the local worship of Dionysos at Pergamon, bat 
by the desire to illustrate the affection between son and mothor—the iden 
cS jin bonrly all these reliota* 1 
“ho second rwpresintation is that which stands in the closest connection 
swith the focal logomt: the recognition of Tolephios by ix snothior Ange, the 
fiieidant that is reconted by Hygions, and perhaps was found in the Mueo! of ‘ 
Sophocles ‘The Cysioone reliof has a particular interest, bocause its subject 
ja closely connected with that of ono of the smallor frieae-slabs that Tave been 
Drought from Pergamon, on which in spite of ite mutilation, wo ran discover 
‘the feta of "Tolephos* and the serpeat that miraculously intervenos betwron 
‘tho gon and the mother to provont the intended mateicide, Onn vaso of the 
tutor arctule period we sw Telophos fully armed and parming Auge who is 
Tuantily rotronting (Arch, Zeft. 1858, "Taf 60). But noither of those sepre- 
nentations can give ns an exact che to that on the tumple of Apollonin ; for 
‘poth theao are dramatic nnd violent, bub the words of the epigrammatiat : 
evidently doseribo wm peaceful situation, the moment of the slisovery, ani the 
purposo of Tolephow to-lead his mother back to hie native land; nnd moh x 
Aoeno accords wall with the whole of this series of mythio wabjecte But it is , 
very rarely * found anong surviving monuments, and it may take rank by tho 
‘hile of the smaller fricto as illustration of the original work done by the 
‘Attalid sculptors in the fiokl of Pergaimove myths. : 
‘Many of these Oyrioene reprosentations ro s0 to speak dra Neyéjneva, . 
far-fotched thomes of which existing works supply us with wo illustration, atl 
which aro chosen merely ae mythic or historie records of filial pinty. Te is onl 
necessary boro to mention those that have some discoverable relation with 
Kenown mouutents, and some importance for the history of Pergamene 
Great interest attaches to the sixth and the fonrtseuth repte- 
entation, the former bring the slaughter of Python, the latter the death of 
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‘Tityes at the hands of Apollo and Artemia, From the beading anil the text 
of cach opigrn we can partially reconstruct the soones, In the frst Leto in 


actually seon near the god,as it is in the representations of Apollo Rythioe- 
tonos on the coius of Rhegium, What is unusual in the Cyxicone rendoring 
‘of the myth is the presence of Artemis in the first place ; for apart from thie 
instance she i not, ua far as Tam awato, found in this scene, except in those 
tare and differnt vase-tepresentations which show Leto fleeing from Python 
and holding the twin chikiren in her arms; socondly, the presence of Lato 
herself interpreting the myih a4 an illustration of filial piety, 

‘Apollo is avenging Leto for Python's pursuit of her nt the time of his 
hirth; only thus will this scene expras the idea of the whole series But 
this is the rarer and probably not the original view of the myth,and in support 
of it we ean only quote the legend of Hyginus, the vase-representation 
‘mentigued above, anid the Homeric bymn to Apollo as it appours ity the 
fanciful reconstruction of O. Gruppe 

‘The fourtecath epigram describes a vury similar subject, and the figures 
of Artemia, Apollo, and Leto appear again. Tho form of the dying Tityor 
may hare boon Iying at the fect of Apollo, and this the group would havo 
clonely resembled tlost in the Pergamene frieze of Apollo and tho fallen giant 
cof human shape, a8 in & former paper it has boon noticed how the Pergamono 
‘Apollo resembles the slayer of Tityos as he appenrs on x rod-figured yaso.* 
‘While in the earlier yase-ropresentations, for instance on an archaic Coriuthiqn 
ynse in the Louvre, Tityos though usually wounded is often still erert ani 
rutrvating, the sculptor of the Cyzicone slab lias followed what was probobly 
‘a provalent mode of treating this theme. We gather from tho epigramma- 
tist's words that the giant was streaming with blood from his wounds, and wo 
have here an indication of that love of sensational roalinm which ix seu. 60 
frequently in works of this sobool. 

From the Pergamene and Cyzicoue monuments, then, we havo evidence 
that the type of Apollo was familiar in Porgamene soulpture, us wo know also 
that he enjoyed special worship thoth at Cyziows aml Pergamon” We may 
also suppose, as tho sculptors were dealing with elasely cognate themes, 
navnely, the alaying of the giants, of Pytho, and of Tityos, antas the action of 
the god is ou the whole the samo in each, that the pose aud form of Apollo 
was very similar in all these representations And we may enlarge the group 
of works connected with the Belvidere statue by including in it these 
representations on the Cyzicene temple: 

Tho aeveuth opigram describing the representation of tho fate of Dinos 
is of great importance, ax it is the only sure proof we have that Pergamene 
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voulpture dealt with this theme, For thy Famese group by itself is in- 
snficiont wvidonce, its nuthenticity Yeing 90 corrupted. by excestive restoration 
that, thongh wo may find.» general resemblance to Pergamene manner and 
spirit in its pisturwsqué chammctor in its dramatic violence, and in its expression 
of tho pathos of merely physical safforing, yet we eanbot find in it the aurér 
formal roars of affinity. And the inscriptions found nt Pergamon, at first 
apposed to show that ono of the soulptors of the Farnese group was employed 
for the decoration of the Porgameno altar, neo now silmitted by Dr, Conze to 
be doublful, But tho epigram proves that the main motives of the Cysicene 
repnesontation were the satne as thaso of the monument in Naples.

Whether tho Furioss group or the Cyaicone relict was the earlior is hant 
to-aay, but the epigrant justifies us in belnging the former into near relation 
to Pongainens stulptre, Tk nisy be tliat the myth wa fret handled by 
minting, agit eons a theme more appropriate to that art; but we have 0 
proof of any representation outlier than the Porgamen, nul there is nothing 
to hindor us supposing that it waa in this actiool that the aubject first recsived 
artistic teeatmont. Wo find the same scene on @ relief from Volterta aud on 
to Poinpeinn freacous:' on the former wn on one of the frescoes wo find 
‘aoniething of the Porgamene style in tho expression pnd rowlering of tho 
fe, 

‘The eleventh epigrarn describes tho myth of Polydectos and Parsons, who 
is turning hii to stone with the Gorgou's houl, ‘The verte implics that the 
sowlpture was nblo to express the potrefaction of the limbs: how this was 
possible for an art that had obtained complete mantery in the handling of the 
atfaco may be gathored from that frieze-alab of the grout altar, on which a 
youthful giant with atiffoned: limbs fa sinking down before the negia of 
Yous. 

‘The evidenoo of the opiyram supports the supposition that: among the 
existing representations of Meduss'we may find traces of the Pergamone 
hand, Gertainly in the range of its expression and somo of its forms, 
the Ludovisi Lend shows affinity with the work of this school, as has 
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boou poisted out by Trondélonburg! who compares it with the head of the 
youthful ginut in the first slab of the Pergamene frieze (A); but hero it is 
ithe still living energy of kayo nnd Latrod that is expressed in the contorted 
fuatures, whils ix the Madues the bitterness of pain and hate is shadowed 
indeod it thi lips awd drawn eyelids, but therd is an approach in the featnres 
to fioven, invonsibllity, and the expression 48 not aq violent but yprofounder, 
In both works, hownver, %o see tho strang expression of @ patlion that in more 
physical than meutal, an) this is a marked though perhaps not 4" peculiar” 
property of Pergamanian. sculpture. Ae rogants the forms of the Lautovial 
ead, the long wavy hair, the lurgo eye-sookets, the arched lip recall the 
will-knuwn characteristics of thie styl, but the feo hus not the usual contour 
not the maul lines and deprosions. 
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‘Thoro is anothor head of Medusa, n torra-cotta mask from Tarontum 
(Big.2), publish in the Gncette dvehéologique, 1888, PL. 8, which the wtiter'thero 
lasso among works of thia school Thy heal js in private possesion; but 
wo fur aa ono tnay judge ftom the reproduction, the view about its origin or 
affinity is correct, "The wrinkled forehead, the breadth of fice, the distance 
botween the eyes, the form of the mouth and of the archod upper lip, vividly 
remind us of some of the younger giants’ countenances. Again, the Medusa 
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head fom Stabise shows tho same spitit of workmanship, aml some of the 
formas aro the same? 

But it would be rash to conclude with cortainty from the above evidence 
thyt this type of Medusa—with its romantic expression, with the strained 
pathos of ita forms—wus the achievement of the Pergamene school. T-imay 
be that an older generation discoyerst a mode of expremion for the agony of 
oath, and that this became s traditional mode for rendering the dying passion 
‘ofa Lagcoon, a Medusa, or a youthful giant. Only there fy no montimmenta 
that prove this typo to be oldar than the earlier Pergatnone wa; and there 
eas no other school in the Alexandrine period that possessnd such mental 
‘aptitude, no to speak, for the fullest rupresentation of physica) horror. At 
onst the works that have been compared help us to conceive how the Mednsa 
appeared on the Cyaicene rolief, 

‘The historic incident represented in the relief daseribed in Epigram 17— 
tho sons carrying their parents on their backs to eave thom from an eruption 
‘of Etna—is not ywithowt intorost, in thst the story rvcalls the myth of Aeneas 
find Anchises; and this rypresntation may be compared with the Greco. 
Romau represontation of Anchises on the shoulders of Aenens A Inte nd 
nich dofioed ntative in Cologne of a warrior armod with helmet, sword, andl 
‘nines, and beuring ow his left art a man who holds yor oblong object on 
Iie Inp may roprenout au Acnons with hie father, ‘The Jattor’s hoad is missing, 
‘but the warrior's fice shows somothing of tho Pergamonian typo in the deop- 
sot eyes and tho lines about the brow and Lips 

Tho last opigrum of this actieg haa this unique interest, that it gives ue 
‘the cartiost instanve of the renduring of a Roman myth by Greck art. ‘The 
scone on the slnb was the deliverance of their mother by the twins Romulus 
aud Remus; and wo might almost beliove from the sorts of the opigra 
(hat the snekling of the twins by the wolf wns reprosentod on the ame reliaf 
by that sort of *contaminatio’ of incidents which somotimes sppears in the 
Tater aarcophiagi, ‘That Porgamene sculptnre wus the first to treet of Roman 
Togen is riot not only a proof of tho political friondship of the two slates, 
put alio nssiatx the belief in tho strong influonee of Pergamone art in the 
‘Roman period. 

‘And it. may be more than a: mere coincidence that the earliest known 
monument that illustrates certain scones from the Virgitian epic, the Roman 
Columbarium, published in Mon, del nst, X., Tay. 60, shows many points of 
contwction with Porgamane work. Some of these have been noticed by 
Professor Robort in’ the Jahrbuch es Dewtschon Inetituls! who compares the 
building of Alba Longa, an roprosented on tho Columbarium, with the 
Duilding of thie city on one of the slabs of the Tolephos frie. We may 
notice alo tho resemblance betwoon tho recumbent figure of the river-god, 
jn tho sone on thy Romitn work showiig the exposure of the twins, with the 
dity in the Pergamene ropresintation of the Uelivorsnce of Prometheus, the 
pose ax drapory boing the same in both; also between the female gure— 
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probably a nymph—seated oa a rock am a person of like form and inv ‘like 
pose on the Telephas frieze, We find also certain motives that wero favoured 
by tha sculptors of Pergamon in their representations of ootnbat sppoaring in 
the battle of tho Trojans and Ratuliang on the Columbarium; such ns the 
fallen warrior with his hoad on his arms and his hair streaming to the eatth, 
and the warrior planting his foot on the body of wnotker prostrate combatant 
‘and dragging his spear from the wound, 

‘Those are the mist important eynteibutions that this series of epigrams 
offers to out list of genuine Pergamene works, A detailed analysis of the toxt 
might frther reveal the occurrence en the Oyzicen. reliefs of cortain ‘com 
niotrplaces' ef Pergnmeno art; for instance, in the third seene, where Phoonix 
wan being blinded by his fathor—jye 8" é épOarpobe Napmiba waiSodtrie— 
the bluxing torch thrust into the face recalls more than ona. passave in the 
Pyrgamene gigantomnchy, To show the action of fire am flesh fimplies 
faeility—nequirod late by Grock seulpture—to produce picturesque offects; 
and T donot remember to have seen this motive in any Greek monument of 
plastic art earlier than tho poriod. 

Awiong the literary records of works at Pergamon we nocd only notice for 
tho prosut purpose those which we may believe to rufer to works that were 
actually produced by the soulptir or painters who worku in this stylo, Tt 
is not always cay to my whotbor the recon hus this valne, of morely 
gseribes something that had been brought to Pergamon by tho onl of the

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.oopy fran tho Greek period of ‘the “mator iuterfoota” of Kpigonns, A very 
similar subject was found inn painting of Aristides, the contemporary of 
“Alexander (‘oppido capto'ad mnatris morientis ex voinere mammam ndrepens, 
Tiiny, 35.98), which miuy-luve iuspined thu worl of Epigonos. ‘There was nt 
least ono painting of Aristides in Pergamon, Boing a groatmaster in the 
expression of pathos, for whowe works Attalux I. appears to havo boot vory 
ealous, be may have exercibed on Pergawend painting the sane sort of 
influence ps wr exercised by Scopas on its sculpture. 

We have abundant: snoiont textimony to prove that many cities of 
northorn and cantral Akin Minor wary. subject to the Porgamons dynasty oF 
‘exposed to ite influence! snd in many cases it can algo bo proved that. tho 
Artistic stylo of Pergatnon was ditfured whero’ the dynasty nequired: political 
yower. Au instance of tho wide: radiation of this influence iy the giont’s 
howd from ‘Trebizond, published by thir Jinwrnal in 1886, ‘The connection of 
Pergamon with Cyeigua i shown not only by the epigrams in thn Anthology, 
at nse by the records concerning Stratonieus and Phyromuchus; the former 
native. of Cyziens and one of tho planes artifices (qui) feoore Attall et 
Karmenis ndvornas Galles proolia’ the latter being ooo of he asme group of 
sculptors, wad) faxmous for his Asclepius that stood) in the Nikephorion of 
Hunoner 1. and was carried off by Prusive of Bithynia, and for hie Prinpus 
thst’ ho wrought for Cyzicua® We porhaps obtain some impression of this 
auitue frit tho Jutor coins of Lampsacus with the xepresoutation of Pripus 
Hearing: on w thyrsox nod offering 9 Hibation over an altar-tune. We aight 
dulieve then. that among tnontimonte found on Ue site of Cyzious wo oon 
discover Porgumuniane tendencies of ptylo; but our ntock of thew is very 
scanty and Tan only yention the coln-type of wertain Oyaiceus stators, on 
which appoars a figure of w lion-hearted man with wings resembling closely 
tho giant on the Porganwue frieze with whom young god ip wrostling ; sud 
in bas-rolief from Cyzious, now in Constantinople, representing 9 battle of the 
Grooks and Gauls, one of the Galtio hounds closely resembling in type the 
chioftain's hand in tho contre of the front of the aaecophagus of Amendola 
hich Inttor work nnuloubtedly shows the Porgamons infence.t 

Tun, the port of Pergamon, and Attalin founded by Attalas IL," pro- 
atily contained monumonte thut belonged to this clus. 1 hava already 
‘mentionod the torso in the British Museum. from the first of thest places, aud. 
‘ow one of the ooins of Ttaea wa soa a native mytl in tho representation of 
Ange: boing rescued by fishermen from hur chest—a yury pictorial. snbject 
that might bo dorived: from a Fergamene painting® A coim-type of Attalin 
is u running Artemis with two torches—possibly a type of Pergameno religions 
soulpturo. 

‘Ab TTrallos snd at Poriow there were wiommninnts of Perganiono work : at 
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the former » pilus of Attalus IL, built and adorned by artiste iw his employ ; 
at the latter w Isrge altar, erected by Hermocreon, a sculptor who worked for 
Eumonee IL, and Parion seoms to have beon generally: favoured by the 
dynosty, Wo henr of their political connection with Smyrna and Phokuva,® 
bot we have no monuments ¢ fue ae Tain aware, that iistrato vhis ‘The 
hhoad of Bacohas, reportiil to havo coms from Smyran ie insdoad ascribed by 
Furtwinglor to the Porgumeno clas, being, a hie writes, ‘d'une expression 
piisanto of animé, Dun grand dan ot emprointe deco pathitique un pon 
rule qui eumetiriae Loe sculptures de Pargamo;* but om observation of the 
original T was unable to doteet any close affinity with this. style. ‘Tho 
exptession i excited but miperficial, and noithor the oxpression nor forms of 
the fice nor tryatment of tho air serve to remind us at all vividly of any 
Porgamene head. 

OF tha. slosy comncotion between Porgainon and Ephosus thers is tnuch 
anciont evidence," and that a ecttain community of wtyli provailed in the 
work of the two-cition is ptobable enough; Tk ig true that wo can gathor 
little that is positive from aay monument of aculptine ; for tho Borghesn 
warrioe io. the Louvre whi appears to bx defersiting himself from tho attack 
of some horsdman, wu) the statue xt Athons found in Dolos whlch M. Roinnoh 
cohpares witht it’ donot shiow the distinot peculiarities of this school, though 
‘there inn wertain aiinity to Pergamene work in the: modo of roprescnting thn 
oti ; it ta nudee oonjoctiro therofore to say that they are derived. from tho 
Athonian group of Axtaluy’ dedication, and that they ar statues of Groaks 
ilofonding thenvelves from Amaxous, But in the tutra-cottas from Ephesus 
Wo vocwsionally find traces of tho atyli of this achoo) ; for instance, iM. the 
‘nail Bphosian terra-cotta’ in Borlin, a youthful matyr's hend. in. tho samo 
pore and of the satnw oxprossion ne tho head of tho ‘dying Aloxander;* and 
in -anothet staal terracotta from the’ sane sito, plao in thu Berlin Auti- 
quariats (masked No. 7307, 2), m female head with ivy-loavos, porbups 
Ariaiiu, in festures and expression something. like the woll-known Porgn- 
‘enw firnale-bund, 

We avn two monameits of the Greco-Roman poriod, one thom 
Aphrodisine in Caria wind ome froor Totmessoa in Lycia,® that ayy w direct on 
{nitirect. conection with the Pergarnone j bath aro rolief-representations of Ue 
Giganiomnchy, nad inthe figure of Zeus anid sume of the yiants’ forms on 
tho former; and in the pose of Zeus nuil Apollo on thie latter relief, we ore 
rominibed of anne of the sculpture of the lange altar,’ Tt ik unfortunate that 
woo not know the 'pmyenmics’ of any of that large group of statues in 
Naploy, Venice, the Louvre, and aleawhere, mprsenting barbarians, Amasins, 
wud ginwts, and derived in some way from Pargamono original If ML 
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Roinaciv’s thoory that they are copies from Asia Minor of works at Perga- 
mon or Athens could be proved, they woold afford the most striking instance 
of the wide diffusion of Pergamene influence throughout Asia Miwa. We 
might mipposs also that it spread to some of the adjacont ialands, but at 
presont archavology has offered no proof of this, Naturally the istand which 
stood im the clasest telatinn to the Attalid expital as » oentre of rt wos 
Rhos, bat the question haw this relstion should be exprossed may bo 
reserved, as it mises the whole question eoucerning the Lancoon, 

In tracing this influcnes throughaut lator art it might be well ta follow 
first tho clue afforded by certain themes which Pengatwne art hod male 
espocinlly ite own. That which was moat strictly propor to this locality was 
the myth of Tolophos. Originating in Arcadia, it received thers no expression’ 
in art excopl at the liunds of Scopas, who carved on the temple of Toges that 
part of the myth which possessed the greatest Hellenic interest, tho battle 
botwoon the Grecks and Myxiana, But elswhere in Greece there ware 
ruprosontations of cartain details of the legend. ‘The bealing of Telepbos, 
owing doubtless to the influence of the Attic drama, hall become » theme of 
fourth contary art, ns Professor Robert bas pointed out* and we may conclude 
frou Pliny’s? statement that thia subject was treated by othor schools uf Greok 
painting besides the Pergumene. We canuot therefure refur off-hand to some 
fork of this school as tho archetype of each of the later rupresentations of 
the various parts of the Tolephos lagend, but only when tho style of such 
tmousinents points in this direetion, 

‘Thin ie expecially the came with those monuments of the Greco-Rornan 
Period which ropeosent the discovery of Tolephoa, who ia sucking the roo 
whilo Horucles ix looking on. The inost striking of theso is the Pompoian 
picture ;# the figure of Horacles ngrocs with that in the similar representation 
Of the aialler Pergameno frieze; aod the expression of the fice ix proper to 
this achool; and certain dotals also suggest that this is» copy of a Pergamenc 
original—the fringe on the drxpery of the goddess, who probably personifies 
the mountain Parthonion, aud the type of tho lion who stands behind 
‘Heracles, 





We may compare with the Pompsian picture the sume ropresentation 
showing marks of the same style on the terracotta relief belonging to the 
Berlin Antiquariam, in which the arrangement of some of the figures and 
the ooo of Heracles, who is hobling up his club befure him snd touching his

Wo nat of course romeinber in this couneotion thy dying giant at Naples, 
Tins for reasons above given it cannot be regarded na  atyiking vebinveriont of 
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thia school. OF far greator impartance amd in far nouret relation Uo this wel 
isthe heud of tha dying Aleranilor nb Florence which T have beforo compared 
in detail with some of the heads of the-friczo; and we may even siy the same 
of the litile fragment from Trebizond in the: British Musoum which was pub 
Vished in thy Zellanie Journal, your 1886, A fragment in thu Contml 
‘Museum of Athens inay be meutioned here because in my opinion it belongs 
ton representation iu tolieof a gignntonnchy inn style closely resembling 
the Peryamene, though the marhle ie aifferent from tht found so abundantly 
‘on tho vite of Pergamon, It has beet lescribed and photographed iu the 
Mittheilingen dex doutwhen Insdituts? and my obsorvation of the original con- 
firmed the impression which tho photograph gives, that it is a monument of 
Mio Greck poriod, Tt in naked male tonvs with traces of a largu curl of hair 
con the ghouldor (Fig. 8).

THE ALKMENE VASE FORMERLY IN CASTLE HOWARD, 


[Puares VI, VIL] 


Tr has often been a matter of regret that a Greek vase of much 
importance na to anbject anil unique in being the work of a particular painter 
tinmed Python woe iuastesible except hy a visit to Castle Howard in 
Yorkshire, ‘That, uni glail to say, is no longer necessary. The vase hing 
hovome the property of the British Museum, But there rcmuius a diffioulty 
of another kind. ‘Tho vase hind been published ia. 1837 by the French section 
of the Institute in Romw,! wat s0 mare has that publication become that very 
fow English studante have ever seen it. We propose now to remedy that 
ruatter by x re-publication of the vaso (Plates VIL and VIE), 

‘Ths characters in the principal scene are Alkmene, Amphitryon, 
“Antonor, Zeus, Boa, and two Hymles. Except these latter, each figure: has its 
name attached to i But, though the names are plain enough, the inter 
pretation of the scene tas beon a anbjvot of controversy, Originally: the scens 
‘was-described as the ‘Apothoouis of Allsinene,’ against which there was at 
Wwast this objuotion that im tir Jigendd Adleiwene lau strvived Amphitryon, 
and could. not therefore in her apothoodis be nssivted by hin, an that 
wexplanation of the vaae would imply. In 1872 the question was re-opaned 
by Engelmunn® in eounexion with another vase, now also in tho Britis 
Moxcum, on which tho same subject occurs in an abbruviated form, 
Bngolmann argued that the moaning smst bo this: Amphitryon fi come 
ck from the wars, aud, being enraged at the reception gived him by hie 
wife, hie ditcrmined to luke Yougeance on her, wheroupem Whe hus ted for 
rofuge to an altar followed by him and bis friend Antenor, Thotond of 
dragging hor from the altar thoy piroéoed to sacrifice hex om it, building up 
pyre of wood in front and fetching torches to light it Alkmene in thie 
oxteomity very naturally appeals to Zvus, who comes to hor nid, hurling his 
thundérbolts and sending a tempest of rain to put ont the fire, On sone 
foints of detail Engelmann is wrong, but on ‘the wholo this explanation of 
hia seoms to me right, 
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In the contre of tho pisture we have Allmens sented in grout dlintrone 
appealing with upstrotched arm to Zeus who is partially visible ia the upper 
part of the scene, Amphiizyon aud’ Antenor art about ti light with torchow 
tho pyre which thoy have heaped in. froutof hee, Zeus has tivieled. his 
thundorbolte at thom, tut apparently these thunderbolts, though they hiave 
fallen slag to Amphitryon and Antanor, are only myant we nvcessuries 10 
indicate the thunder and lightning whicl seoompanied the Vermpest of rah, 
tht being tthe chief foature in the response of Zaus to Alkwone's. ploutings 
Tho tompest is represented partly by a raiubow onclosing a black apace 
‘ihickly dotted with drops of niin und partly hy two Hyndes above the 
rainbow who pour down streams of water feom n lydia Tho promence of 
‘Kos (Ang) niurks tho time of tho iucident ma uaely morning, A gimilar 
figure ocoury in she uppor ful uf » yass with Cadinus wt the fountain! Moers 
ale holds» rairror, anit posaibly on our vase it sa been a anizror allo, 

It may be mentioned here that Alktneny ix desenhed by Kogolmann 
as sented on a pyre ornamanted with w friez, and by Klein as eated on a 
ssucophagus: but neither i right; She hae fled to an-altar for refgo and 
ia peated, on it, Among Greek altars this shape is uot macominon, wor ie the 
omamentation by meaus of wizlyplis unasual. Tho wltar of Jupitue Milichi 
in Pompei js ornamented exaotlyin this way by a banilof trighyple aloog 
‘the top? The vest of tho altar would be bid behind the pyru. 

Tu suppoet of this interpretation of the joune thers appears to be no 
Mirect evidence in the legenda of Aliment Lande down to we Tho stury 
told Nip Hyginus makes Amphitsyon go no farther in hia angor than refuse 
Wo stay with Allanane nny more. ‘Niore is ua word of positive vengeance, 
Sa aio in the Amphitvyo of Plautus the: injured Iunbund abstains from 
Violence. Tt will be remembered, however, that in Plutus the wtimx ia 
reached by Alkmene appealing to Zeus, who answers hor by souillug a trrifie 
storm of thunder aud lightaing, amid which she gives birth to Hovaklog aul 
Iphilcles: Strupitus, ceepitns, sonitus, tonitrus > ut aubite, wt proper, wf waite 
fonwit. Tt ts Unt storm no doubt whieh we have ou our vase, But Plgutus 
ootns to have known another version of the str fn. the buginning of tho 
Dalen, 02 Baygelnann has pointed oul, tw enlls violent atorm nn *Alomonn 
of Enripies? ant tho inferetion is thot a violont storm tnd been  pritcipal 
feature tn thy lost dewine of Albmene by Euripides. Among tho fragments 
of that deama that have survived, thero ix w live* which T dio may te 
asiigned ta dialogue between Amphitryon and Antenor at the moment 
rupresunted on our vase. Ono or othr of thom tight vory woll hive asked,

Later on (v, 1139) lo speaks of the snannor of hin denth 
Iinving beon foretold, ant recognizes the prophecy i. tho poisoned chiton af 
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‘Newson, Wo may wuppose thot it had also boon foretold iim that like body 
‘would bo burnt on m pyre before ho was yet dead, though of course to reveal 
that in s0 many -wonts would mar tho ¢limax of the drama, He revents it fn

of the Hyados, So far as T know, that precise oolour is umumal on vases, 
Where: is something liko it in the archaic black figure vases, but with this 
ifforenen, tliat the white eputs ow thom are not painted on above the red 
colo, though much ingenuity is cecasionally shown to make them Jook s. 
‘They aro paccdl clon beside the rod, and were fired in thy samo firing with 
it; whoreas on our new vase the white spots inyolved an extm firing, anil 
therfore betray * mory complicated, mors advanced method. Tilo vit say 
oxpressly that we have here a ruvival of aa archaic process, though it i9 a fiwut 
thnt in w very large series of late vases frou Southorn Ttaly—the class known 
‘nt Apailinn vases—thero is « very obvions-rekur to the archaic spirit in some 
Joints of detail, such as in tho employment of rosettes on the vacant spices 
of the design. In no sense ie this a deliberate imitation of the strictly archaic 
‘Wao of rogettes, and yo it betrays an evident return of the archaio spirit in 
somo mensure. ‘Then agin it i to be remembered that minong Into vases 
thore ig anothur considerable series whirl imitates thn very mtchaie vases of 
the goowotric style. ‘The imitation, though far from ext, yet repeniduces Uy 
‘general colour and form of these: very archaic vases in sach a way Hs to giv 
‘ab first sight an impression of groat antiquity. 

‘Thava moutioned thess points of dotail because they seura to Loni some 
‘support to tha view thst tho revival of the old Attic tragedies in southern ttaly 
in the third contury me, lind boon attended with a forced rovival of the ol 
artistio spirit also, and that this forced xpirit ia reflected in tho group of vases 
to which the new one belongs anit in sehivh the Dolon wud Assteas visor nro 
the most conspicuous oxamples, ‘Tlieso vasus yoo ty mo in their quaint way 
to refloct the honest bat infatuated effort of the time to revive the oll 
tragollics, just as tho gront mines of visex from tho same localities bul w litthe 
later in date refloet the grotesqro farcor which drove the revived tragedies vuk 
of tho Geld.

To th front of the 
stain r00 9 eoloriaile of Corinthian columns; at tho back the hong straight 
rock of the mountain had beet chivellod to form a pronionudo, and tho wall 
Deltind hint apparently boon decumtod with inscriptions and honorary tablets 
Which have Jong since disappearad, Above this wall is a vast sua of ruck-eut 
totals snd ssrcophagi with inscriptions (nearly all obliterates!) of lito Roman 
and of early Clristian date, of which No. 10 is.» specimen, 

Attho north ond of the stadium is cloft in the rock fow yards wide,

‘The letters occupied a spae of about two square 
yards, and the pattern surrounding them is very elaborate in tesserae of 
Diack, red und white, witli a border, Many other tossellated pavements are 
weathered abort in! the strocte and houses of Kars Bazar; but though the 
place was of considerable Importance and had its guild of fullors, yet wo 
ould find no inscriptions by which to identify its name; possibly it may have 
oun the site of yillag and suinmor residences for the iuhnbitanis of Anuzarba, 
Wiaviopolis, the first stage on the northern rond, must be either here or at 
‘Sis, sug both towns are on a river, It ia difficult to decide, for the evine of 
Flaviopolis represent it @ situatod on. @ stream (Head, Zist, Nw. p. 603), 
‘After a close examination of Sis, I could find no traed of anything eurlier 
than Armonian remains; hence I am inolinest to place Blaviopolis at Kars 
Bazaar, 

Procooting along the edge of tho plain to the south-east we reach the 
donks of thi: Pyramus it whout three hours aftor leaving Kars Bazaar, at a 
spot eilled Hemite Kaloh, Hera « spar of the mountains comes right down 
Vo the rivar, Joavimg just room for ® amall villago of reed lute inliabited by 
Afshors. Along hers passed the ancient road eastwarils, which eventually 
crossed ovor into Syria by the Amanides pyino, @ few miles behind the modern 
village of Osmanich, ‘Thin valwable atritogical point was protected by a 
castle on tho summit of the spar; the custle is of mediseval date, though 
Ienating araplo ovidonoe’ of being built on a structure of earlier time, There 
ane considerible través of anciout’ workmanship along the odge of the 
mountains, rock-euk tombs, mureophagi, to. ‘hose wa glanced at as wo went 
along, anit Hier # two hours’ ride long the road Gotween the Pynatnus and 
the mountain, our nitimate destination wre reacho, suamoly, the yast ruins 
snow known 1s Boron. 

About half x tile from. the ruins we found » tribe of Afvhars oncarmped 
in yeed lta, with thoir Hicks, on tho first slopes of the mountoins, 
Amongst these we took up our abode during our stay we Bedionm, and 
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hired workman to asvist as in turning over etonos with’ a view to tho 
identification of the site. 

Ropnors. ‘The ritins of Bodroum ate situate on rising yround whont 
three quarters of a milo from the Pyratnus, the intervwning space boing 
thiokly covered with temaing of heroa and other buildings, ‘The line af the 
ruviont-walla is not yory easy to fullow, being mostly in rains and overgrown, 
with gous and tiewshwood: but the ‘accompanying rougl pion. ives an 
apnmisimate ides of the town, whilst the map of the district ie eonspilidt 
from two sketoh manga made by Major Bonnett from hie own qutvoy aul 
taterial aupplied! by Professor Ramsay, who lua kindly plaoed them nt any 
ixposal, From a distance the most conspicuous object ix the aeropolla. It 
‘ip built on a epur of the mountai to that at Hemita Kaloh, whicly 
penetrates into what wax the contee of the town: it ia eeownnd bya modliaewnl 
fortress oonstructed out of tha nnsient ruins with many pieces of carving let 
futo it, altars with bulla’ Newly and gatlanils, arohitraves, dc, Behind tho 
scrypoli ts a cutting in the rock, fotty foot loep, separating it from tho spur 
and with nu andiont rond passing throngh it, joining the eastern, and westoen,

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THE COLLECTION OF ANCIENT MARBLES AT LEEDS. 
(Puare X11) 


‘Yue collection of antiquities which forme the subject of this paper was 
presented io tht your 1863—4 to the Mumm of the Loeds Philo- 
suphieal Reviaty by the Roy. John Gytt, D.D,, then View of Leeds and now 
Doan of Worcester, He telly mie that it earnie Tuto hie husids in the followings 
Way. My Bonjarin Gott, elder brothor of the Dean's father, inade ® tour in 
Groeco nbout thy yeur 1515, in the company of ai intimate friend, Mr, 
Rawaon. They visited Smyrna, nnd ratumed through the islands to Athens, 
purohising, in the course of thoir travels, a number of auciont surbles, My, 
‘Benjamin Gott diod of favor nt the Pimous, and way buriodl at Athens in the 
Thoteiwu. Many years aftorwards, whou au English cointery was opened 
Ai Atlwnn, his body, with ¢wo othurs, wax romoved from the templo to this 
nove fitting resting-place,

Sevey yours nga nothing was known in Egypt which could be attributed 
ton Grock origin before the Alexandrine times; the early notices on the 
moiitmenta, which seemed to rofer to the|peoples of the Mediterranean, stood 
lone, anid Weir relation to what was known on Greek soil appeared. vagwe 
ond unreal, But now the maliy light on the chronology of the civilizations ‘of 
the Aegean comes froin Kgypt; ul it is Egyptian sources that must be 
thanked by classi! veholars for reveuling the real ataxding of tho antiquitios 
of Greece. Without the foreign colonies on the Nile, they would still be 
‘groping in-speechloss reimains, which might cover either w ceotury or a 
thousand years, for aught thut could be determined in Greek excavations. 
‘Egypt has done for the pre-historic ages the same great office of conservator 
‘eb ay os for the histaric:period, ‘To Egypt we are indebted 
for the tusinsoripta, the paintings, and tho textites of the Greek anil Roman 
Himes; from Egypt hays jaxt come the fngmouts of Plata and Euripides 
which show the original txt, aul ts letters and private papors which tell of 
tho daily life of the Gresks dwelling there,

‘orthe daughters of Kekmps, according ¢o the company in which they are 
found. Tnsido plain shrine represented by two antao supporting wi 
architrave, ahove which mze-2even knobs indicating the atthamia of thereof 
ridges, ate seven female figures hatl in hand, six of thot of the samo eize and 
the last smaller. "The first thee, two of whom ave looking to the left, wear 
over n long chiton a imation wrapped over the left shoulder in tho iamal 
manner, and retaind one somewhat of the Pyrrichint twse in thi Acropolis 
Moscum ; the second frio nre simply clad in Dorie ginlled citom, two of 
those:also looking to the left; the seventh is @ small similarly clad female 
figure soon full fue. Tt is noticeuble that the central figure is abeolutely 
full fico ani that those at the two ends hive their fics wtightly turned 
towards the centre, wileview for sectiring the symmetry of the group. The 
conneotion uf this work with the archais coloured relief, lately discoverell on 
the Aerupolis and published by M. Lechut in the Bulletin ile Ci

“Fnch of these editions is moré complete than the ona which preceded if, 
that in the Cirpns (CLL) being the most complets of ull. Since its publi- 
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éation, however, a considerable nutiber of fragments have appeared ; for a 
complete list of which T must refer to.nn article hy Mommsen in the first 
‘part of the Hermes for the ourrent year (1800), p. IT agg. None of these 
fmgmonts coincide with ours, with the exception of that numbered °7! in 
Mommsen’s list—an insoription from Megan, hitherto unpublished, but 
promised as No. 28 in Dittonberger's forthooming Znseripliones Greseins 
splertrimalis, This Trument coinsides, according to Mommsen, with a 
considerable part of Chap. XVI. in the arrangement adopted by hizmself and 
Waddington, but is in so imperfect a condition that it has boon fommd 
impossible to equate it, lino by line, with tho version previously known (that 
from Carystns in Euboes). A portion of this fragment must correspond with 
our Col, IIL; and, imporfeot as it is said to be, we shall look forward to ita 
publication with interest. Another fragment, not mootionied by Mommson, 
some parts of which muy. possibly be found to eoiueide with that from 
Megalopolia, is one which was discovered this yeur (1800) by the: American 
School in their excovations at Plutaca ‘This fragment, like that from Mogara, 
is at present unpublished, 

Our own frogmont is by far the mest considdersblo which ns appeared 
since the publication of tho Edict by Mommsen in 1851, both from its extont 
(255 lines) and from tho large proportion of it which is untirely vew—haw 
Targe a. proportion, may be scen at-n glances by a refetends t0 my cursive 
edition, in which the parts known alrouly are given ia light, the now parts in 
heavy, type. 


‘The indoription is engraved on 4 alah of white limestone, 5}° thick, nd 
(originally) 2 11° square, exclusive of w small moulding which rans long the 
Yop. ‘The top left-hand corner and the bottom right-hand corner’of thi alib 
are broken away. 

‘The inscription is arranged in four columns, and the original number of 
lines was 85 to'a column, Th the presont state of the stone io column ix 
quite complete ; of tho second, which ia the most nonrly edmplote, 80 lines 
only are extant, and the first 10 and last 9 of thetn are very fragmentary. 
Were the slab complete, however, the inseription would still not be con- 
finnous: for oth the moulding, which runs aloug the top of the slab and not 
aloug the bottom, and a comparison with other versions of the Elict prove 
‘that o lower slab (or slabs, but thero is no need for more than one) is missing, 
‘Thus, for example, our Col IH, contains w portion of the Edict which i 
preserved, thongh very imperfectly, on w alab from Caryatus, in Euboea, which 
it accompanies aa far we Col, TTI. 46 (CLL) of the Carystian stone. ‘Tho 
tomainder of the Carystian fragment appears neither on our Col. TTL nor 
on our Col. IV. Unless therefore we anppose n sudden: and imiceountablie 
idivergence of the two inscriptions at this point, we ate led to the eonelusiony 
that this portion was-engrayed on a missing alab of the Megalopolitan version. 
Aguin a considerable part of tho Carystian preeedss our Col, IL, and yet does 
not appear on our Col, IL; it must therefore have formed a portion of Cal 
IL. whieh was engraved on « missing lower slab, Tn my edition of the text 1 
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have indicated, by notes at the foot of each column, how much of the inserip- 
tion is missing, and whore (if anywhere) the missing portions may be found, 

‘he letters on our slab vary from 4" to §” in height, ‘The engraving is 
earoless, a8 the date of tho Edict (Ap, 801) might lead us to expect,—and 
very shallow, but the lines are fairly Lorizontal snd evenly distributed, the 
utuberin excl column agmeing exactly. ‘Tho first 25 lines of Col. I being 
fubsent, the following equation will enable the exuot position of any tine of the 
ingription to be determined =

One peouliurity in the engraving deserves special notice. The stono, 
bofore it reocived the inscription, was extremely rough. In some places the 
surface was damaged, in others yellowieh veins stuck up and marred its even- 
ness; aud it many cases the irregularity was 60 great that it was impossible 
to engrave at all, and gape lave beon loft, often occurring in the middle of a 
word, ‘This added considerably to the difficulty af deciphering the inscription, 
fas it was not always eusy to determine where letters were missing and where 
they ware not, or how many Iettars were to be supplied. A good example of 
this is Col, TL IL. 5688, where the gaps in the inscription, ndded ta the 
indistinctness of the letters themselves, mado the entry for a long time 
unintelligible: 








For an introduction to the Edict itself, T must refer to the preliminary 
chapter in Waddington's edition; but the following summiry, which is bused 
upon it, may be found msefial —

Both Mommsen and Waddington cousider that it-way practically opora-

Tn eiiting ths taxk of tHis new fragment, T have been éarefill to equate it 
with other yersious (those from Gorouthrae, Carystus, and Thebes) wherever 
those coincide with outs; giving them oredit, by the adoption of a different 
kind of type, for avery letter which they have correctly, and adding a complete 
collation in tho notes, ‘his was)no easy matter where—as in the first 33 
Tinea of Col, TTL —a few letters only of the surlior versions were extant, and 
the oumbor of tinoe (tist not necessarily tho numibor af entries) differed from 
the number im our stone; and where Lenurmant’s copy differed, even in 
umber of fines, from Kihlee’s Inter and far better copy of the we alone. 
‘The collation possesses, however, very great iutorest, first because it proves the 
general agreement botween the ditferent yersions of the Edict, and secondly 
because it brings out clearly the points in which our fragment supplements or 
correcta those previously known, or vice eral. I am bound to add that in 
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alinost every onse-tho Megalopolitan version hus proved both complotar and 
‘more correct than the rest, 

Tn order to fit exch eolumn of our inscription into its proper place atime 
the other fragments, [ have placed in the margin of my opy indications of the. 
stone or stones with which cach portion coincides, aud in the margin of my 
avtition indicutions of those parts of Waddingtou's (Wadd.} and of Mommsen's 
(G.L4,) editions of the eutire Eiict with which they are to be equated, or

Tt moy be regarded as strango that so little wvidence of this 
niluenco shows itsslf in the Attic art types of the sixth or fifth conturies, 
Probably, as Kern suggests, thu answer is to. be founil in the fact that at 
Athens the Orphie doctrine as whole had nover taken a firm hold upon the 
Popular conviction; that whereas nt ‘Thebes it transformed the whole Dionyxor 
cult, At Athotis, Zagrous-like, its tenching was disported anid seattereil in 
fragmbuts broadeast among thy various local myths and Leliely; much separate 
existence as it had, was confined probably to’4 stall sect drawn mostly from, 
the lower classes. But that it had this existence, even in art, we are shown 
by tho evidently Athonian inspiration of the ark types of the ‘Theban 
Kabiriow these examples date from the end of the fifth century 0.0,/and oar 
vase eannot bo winch later. 

‘This loals us to another question, the pecutinr character of the drawing 
inourvase, Uthink the closest paraftol in this case also is to ba fouud in the 
Kohition vases, Th:these vases thore isa strange mixturo of the solemn and

‘There is\howevor, ono use to which oimedy lise always been m 
boyond that of morely causing amerriinent ithur ng an und in iteolf or ae a 
subjective adjunct to tragedy. I mean that of representing subjects which 
are nfitted for direct representotion eithar by popular or personal feeling. 
Aristophunes in the Kpuites could attack Kleon with a license which would 
have theen| impossible outside the sphere of comedy; tha rulation of the 
suodineval jester to the king that ho served is a parallel ease and 40 the most. 
Powerful or the most sucred.could be rendered ou the comic stage aa it would 
uve been impossiblo to render them elaewhere, But in early times, and

‘The eectarian and exclusive chameter of the Orphic cult at Athens ix 
doubtless the reason why Orphic subjects. are so little represented among the 
‘Athenian art typet, wince no great artist would probably have had them 
prominiaitly before his notice. ‘The result-of this wae that the humbler 
‘artists who doalt with these subjects lind no great traditional types alrewly 
created to fall back upiat, aul were forved bo create for themselves. Hence 
itis probable that painters like that of our yase woulll have drown his ideas 
dirvet from what he lind seen, the malities or mimele plays (Spdpeva) 
which we know to have playod an important port it the Orphioult.' Ae- 
eording to Herodotos, v. 07, the misfortunes of Adrastos were celebrated wt 
Sikyou in cyclio chorags, Kleisthenes, he says, aubstifited for the cult of 
“Aifinstos Uhist of Dionysos, in whose, honour. he prescriber! cliotuses repre- 
senting the passion (ra rd0en) of the gol. Moreover, Pausaning (vill. 37, 3) 
ays tliat the Orplie myths relate 7a ra®ijuara of Zngrous; co that there 
evidently was no lack of drauatic material to be draven upon by the artise 
nid he chown, 

‘Whe ooourrence of a Zagrouis myth is, I beli¢ve, unique among Greck 
‘yaso-paintings. In the Mazette Archdologiqus, x, (1879) p-28,pl-8, Lenorinnnt 
published w late x. E-kylix, which hie explains as referring to this myth, On 
the intorior:a woman is seated, holding in hor lap a diminutive Loman figure 
with a bull's bead this yroup ko interprets'ne Persephone with Zogreus on 
hor kner; connecting this sesne with the anbjects on the exterior of the same 
Kylix, in whisk Satyre nail Magnads dance, the Misenmls holiling fragments of 
hunnan limbs. [think Lenormaot is certainly wrong. His identification 
reate mainly ou the relation of tha throe sceties; but in lite x. f, kylikes suc 
relation of anbject between the-exterinr and interior is mare; the ustial 
prctioe being to havo im the interior a definite subject, ail to Wave 
the: extorior for meaningless athlote subjacts or Bucchia subjects, ae 
hore; if thesy exterior sconss have any mythical significance, it t= to the 
Pentheus rather than to thy Zayreus loguud.
